PALATINE HISTORY

The Palatinate or German PFALZ, was, in German history, the land of the Count Palatine, a 
title held by a leading secular prince of the Holy Roman Empire. Geographically, the 
Palatinate was divided between two small territorial clusters: the Rhenish, or Lower 
Palatinate, and the Upper Palatinate. The Rhenish Palatinate included lands on both sides of 
the Middle Rhine River between its Main and Neckar tributaries. Its capital until the 18th 
century was Heidelberg. The Upper Palatinate was located in northern Bavaria, on both sides 
of the Naab River as it flows south toward the Danube and extended eastward to the 
Bohemian Forest. The boundaries of the Palatinate varied with the political and dynastic 
fortunes of the Counts Palatine. 

The Palatinate has a border beginning in the north, on the Moselle River about 35 miles 
southwest of Coblenz to Bingen and east to Mainz, down the Rhine River to Oppenheim, 
Guntersblum and Worms, then continuing eastward above the Nieckar River about 25 miles 
east of Heidelberg then looping back westerly below Heidelberg to Speyer, south down the 
Rhine River to Alsace, then north-westerly back up to its beginning on the Moselle River. 

The first Count Palatine of the Rhine was Hermann I, who received the office in 945. Although 
not originally hereditary, the title was held mainly by his descendants until his line expired in 
1 155, and the Bavarian Wittelsbachs took over in 1 180. In 1356, the Golden Bull ( a papal 
bull: an official document, usually commands from the Pope and sealed with the official Papal 
seal called a Bulla) made the Count Palatine an Elector of the Holy Roman Empire. During 
the Reformation, the Palatinate accepted Protestantism and became the foremost Calvinist 
region in Germany. 

After Martin Luther published his 95 Theses on the door of the castle church at Wittenberg on 
31 October 1517, many of his followers came under considerable religious persecution for 
their beliefs. Perhaps for reasons of mutual comfort and support, they gathered in what is 
known as the Palatine. These folk came from many places, Germany, Holland, Switzerland 
and beyond, but all shared a common view on religion. 

The protestant Elector Palatine Frederick V (1596-1632), called the "Winter King" of 
Bohemia, played a unique role in the struggle between Roman Catholic and Protestant 
Europe. His election in 1619 as King of Bohemia precipitated the Thirty Years War that 
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lasted from 1619 until 1648. Frederick was driven from Bohemia and in 1623, deposed as 
Elector Palatine. 

During the Thirty Years War, the Palatine country and other parts of Germany suffered from 
the horrors of fire and sword as well as from pillage and plunder by the French armies. This 
war was based upon both politics and religious hatreds, as the Roman Catholic armies 
sought to crush the religious freedom of a politically-divided Protestantism. 

Many unpaid armies and bands of mercenaries, both of friends and foe, devoured the 
substance of the people and by 1633, even the catholic French supported the Elector 
Palatine for a time for political reasons. 

During the War of the Grand Alliance (1689-97), the troops of the French monarch Louis XIV 
ravaged the Rhenish Palatinate, causing many Germans to emigrate. Many of the early 
German settlers of America (e.g. the Pennsylvania Dutch) were refugees from the Palatinate. 
During the French Revolutionary and Napoleonic Wars, the Palatinate's lands on the west 
bank of the Rhine were incorporated into France, while its eastern lands were divided largely 
between neighbouring Baden and Hesse. 

Nearly the entire 17th century in central Europe was a period of turmoil as Louis XIV of 
France sought to increase his empire. The War of the Palatinate (as it was called in 
Germany), aka The War of The League of Augsburg, began in 1688 when Louis claimed the 
Palatinate. Every large city on the Rhine above Cologne was sacked. The War ended in 
1 697 with the Treaty of Ryswick. The Palatinate was badly battered but still outside French 
control. In 1702, the War of the Spanish Succession began in Europe and lasted until 1713, 
causing a great deal of instability for the Palatines. The Palatinate lay on the western edge of 
the Holy Roman Empire not far from France's eastern boundary. Louis wanted to push his 
eastern border to the Rhine, the heart of the Palatinate. 

While the land of the Palatinate was good for its inhabitants, many of whom were farmers, 
vineyard operators etc., its location was unfortunately subject to invasion by the armies of 
Britain, France, and Germany. Mother Nature also played a role in what happened, for the 
winter of 1 708 was particularly severe and many of the vineyards perished. So, as well as the 
devastating effects of war, the Palatines were subjected to the winter of 1708-09, the 
harshest in 100 years. 

The scene was set for a mass migration. At the invitation of Queen Anne in the spring of 
1709, about 7 000 harassed Palatines sailed down the Rhine to Rotterdam. From there, 
about 3000 were dispatched to America, either directly or via England, under the auspices of 
William Penn. The remaining 4 000 were sent via England to Ireland to strengthen the 
protestant interest. 

Although the Palatines were scattered as agricultural settlers over much of Ireland, major 
accumulations were found in Counties Limerick and Tipperary. As the years progressed and 
dissatisfactions increased, many of these folk seized opportunities to join their compatriots in 
Pennsylvania, or to go to newly-opened settlements in Canada. 

There were many reasons for the desire of the Palatines to emigrate to the New World: 
oppressive taxation, religious bickering, hunger for more and better land, the advertising of 
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the English colonies in America and the favourable attitude of the British government toward 
settlement in the North American colonies. Many of the Palatines believed they were going to 
Pennsylvania, Carolina or one of the tropical islands. 

The passage down the Rhine took from 4 to 6 weeks. Tolls and fees were demanded by 
authorities of the territories through which they passed. Early in June, the number of Palatines 
entering Rotterdam reached 1 000 per week. Later that year, the British government issued a 
Royal proclamation in German that all arriving after October 1709 would be sent back to 
Germany. The British could not effectively handle the number of Palatines in London and 
there may have been as many as 32 000 by November 1709. They wintered over in England 
since there were no adequate arrangements for the transfer of the Palatines to the English 
colonies. 

In 1710, three large groups of Palatines sailed from London. The first went to Ireland, the 
second to Carolina and the third to New York with the new Governor, Robert Hunter. There 
were 3 000 Palatines on 10 ships that sailed for NY and approximately 470 died on the 
voyage or shortly after their arrival. 

In NY, the Palatines were expected to work for the British authorities, producing naval stores 
[tar and pitch] for the navy in return for their passage to NY. They were also expected to act as 
a buffer between the French and Natives on the northern frontier and the English colonies to 
the south and east. 

After the defeat of Napoleon (1814-15), the Congress of Vienna gave the east-bank lands of 
the Rhine valley to Bavaria. These lands, together with some surrounding territories, again 
took the name of Palatinate in 1838.

Chapter: Part of Petition Showing Effects of War in Germany,Causing Emigration to 
America, and Historical Quotations: 

"High and Gentleborn Nobles, Worthy and highly Learned Teachers of the Evangelical 
Luthern Electorate, Princes and Members of the present sitting of the Reichstag, Influential 
and Highly Respected Advisers, Ambassadors, Ministers, Gracious and Honorable 
Gentlemen!" 
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"As it is known to the Omniscient, so may your Excellencies, Counts, Barons, and Peers, 
realize that it will be four years from the coming 21 st of February in the year of our Lord 1 71 0, 
since we, the Evangelical Consistoriales, Inspectors, and Pastors most humby stated that we 
have lived without salary, that the destructive war had its seat in the Electorate of the 
Palatinate, that the resultant hardships rested upon the subjects and dependents, that poverty 
had overtaken them, all of which sorrows our pen is really too feeble to describe and 
represent sufficiently; the price of the larger fruits and wine daily mounting higher and higher, 
and whatever fruits of the preceding season have remained, the enemy (the French) has 
demanded instead of reparations. In such misery and suffering, and actual and well known 
condition, we are now existing, especially because the little means which one or the other still 
may have, are now comsumed to the greatest advantage and disadvantage; the taxes 
collected up to date from some of the estates, principalities, and a few other places which in 
some degree served for our support and maintenance, began also, to our greatest sorrow, to 
diminish, and our poor parishes are now weakened so completely that they can not provide 
us with a living. Even here the parish of Heidelberg, the strongest of the whole Electorate of 
the Palatinate, has not furnished, for four years God knows, anything more than fifteen 
Rheinish florins to each of the two pastors mentioned below, and in all four malters (a malter 
is about eight bushels of corn)". 

"Therefore it is easy to conceive how miserable the rest of us must be. Accordingly under 
these conditions it is impossible for us to remain longer in the parishes." 
(Note: The foregoing is only part of a long petition dated Jan. 15, 1710, at Heidelberg, signed 
by twenty Luthern pastors one of whom was Rev. Anthony Jacob Henkle who came to 
America in 1717. This petition further states that the matter "concerned more than 50,000 
Luthern souls." The Elector of the Palatinate during this period was a Catholic and the lot of 
the Luteran congregations was grievous.) 

Myer's General History, section 791 , says: "The Duchy of Wurtemburg had one half million of 
inhabitants at the commencement of the war ("Thirty Years War"); at its close had barely 
50,000," or only one out of ten. The authority further says that on every hand were charred 
remains of the hovels of the peasants and the palaces of the nobility. Vast districts lay waste 
without an inhabitant. The very soil in many regions had reverted to it's primitive wildness. 
Later, France conducted another war in southern Germany, known as the "War of the 
Palatinate." Louis, the French monarch, ordered that the country should again be laid waste. 
According to Myers, all tangible inprovements even the fruit trees, vines and crops were 
destroyed, it is therefore not surprising that the Harmans with many thousands of fellow 
countrymen, should have bid farewell to that troubled land and sailed for the New World in the 
Western Hemisphere."

I don't know where exactly the Harmon researchers of the 1970's came up with the maiden name 
of Choulyn. I have not seen that name in any on-line record. 

I suspect they got the name from the birth records of Peter and Margaret's children of the 
Peaked Mountain Lutheran Church in Augusta, Virginia Colony. 

The transcribers of those records listed her name as Choulyn?... with a question mark behind it. I 
personally feel that Choulyn was a phonetically sound for her last name. 

I suspect she was of German ancestry and the name should probably be something like 
Schoulin, Scholine, Schoulene or something of that nature. Many researchers (19) on 
ancestry.com have displayed their ignorance by listing her as being born in Tennessee when 
Tennessee was not created as a state until 1796. 

I believe she was born in Germany or could have been Pennsylvania Dutch or maybe born in 
Virginia. 

Since Hans Peter grew up in Pennsylvania and his father didn't move from Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania until he was 13-17 years of age to the Augusta County, Virginia Colony until 1746- 
1 750 then most likely he knew Margaret when she was a teenager in the Augusta County, 
Virginia Colony or.. .from their association in Pennsylvania. 

Checking the actual Court Records of Philadelphia County and Bucks County and finally 
Augusta County Court records for Choulyn or name variations might reveal her family's 
identity and parentage. 

Obviously, this is something no one has taken the initiative to do up to this point and it has been 
35 years since it was brought to my attention and little progress has elapsed. If she was a closer 
direct line ancestor to me than my 5th GGrandmother, and I lived in Pennsylvania, you could 
have bet that I would have found her parentage by now.

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1775-1777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, at the mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and 
the Cheat River meet, (see map) 

Levi Carter and John Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and Lt. Morgan Morgan.This document preserved by 
the Haymond family, carries the title of "Pay Roll of Capt. William Haymond's Company of 
Monongalia County Militia", from the 15th of April until the 12th of June 1777. Twenty eight 
names were on the payroll. [Gwathmey's " Historical Register of Virginians in the 
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Revolution ", page 134.] 

Later in 1777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, 
to Surrey County, northwest North Carolina just south of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., 
Caleb, Jesse, Nathaniel, John and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, 
Penelope Johnson/ Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", p17.) 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
Present Circulating Currancy " from Washington County, North Carolina. 
Abraham, oldest son of John Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; John Carter; Joseph 
Carter; and Levi Carter Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a 
claim for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and John Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of 

land on Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatters rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), 

planted a crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "John Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in 
Greene County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old 
Albany Post Office. Originally it was on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road that ran east and west 
through Greene county from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. 
Carter's built their fort on present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they fought 
the Cherokee Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a 
decade, with the whites prevailing. 

[It should be noted that this battle which took ten years; the Cherokees fighting for their 
survival, the Carters seeking more land ensued bitter resentment on both sides of the conflict. 
When three of Jesse Carter Sr's children married Cherokees, my 3ggrandmother... Nancy 
(CARTER) married Henry Pratt son of a Cherokee chief, in 1820, her father; Jesse 
disowned all of them and left them out of his will.-Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2009] 

A Revolutionary War voucher made out to Levi Carter, State of North Carolina, No. 3538 was 
for L12:3. The auditors for the counties of Washington and Sullivan, North Carolina, certified 
that Levi Carter received in account twelve pounds, three shillings, dated 12 June 1783. 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia 
and North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. 
The King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so 
they were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the 
Carter's as enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the 
conclusion that they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened 
families to the Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long 
enough to apply for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New Jersey as their 
birthplace. 

These claims along Lick Creek were entered in North Carolina books during 1783-84, but 
four to ten years passed before receiving a full title. No sooner than the ink was dry on the 
original claim, ownership began to change by way of sales and purchases, gifts to children or 
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other relatives, and by bequests to heirs. The original surveys and plats of Carter land grants 
are in North Carolina State Archives at Raleigh.

To all whom these presents shall come Greeting— -Know ye that we for and in consideration 
of the sum of ten Pounds for every hundred acres hereby guaranteed paid into our Treasury 
by Levi Carter, have given and granted and by these presents do give and grant unto the said 
Levi Carter, a tract of land containing one hundred and seventy-five acres, (175A) lying and 
being in our County of Greene, on both sides of Lick Creek. Beginning at the mouth of 
Punching Camp Creek at a beech, then North 92 poles to an ash, then East 130 poles to two 
hickories, then South 32 poles to a white oak, then East 25 poles to a post oak, then South 
154 poles to a white oak, then West 155 poles to a white oak, then North 94 poles to the 
beginning; do by the plot hereunto doth appear together with all woods, waters, mines, 
minerals, hereditaments, appurtanances to the said land belonging pertaining to hold to the 
said Levi Carter, his heirs and assigns forever, yielding and paying to us such sums of money 
yearly or otherwise as our General Assembly from time to time may direct. Provided always 
that the said Levi Carter shall cause this grant to be Registered in the Register's Office of our 
said County of Greene, within the time limited by law, otherwise the same shall be void and of 
no effect. In testimony whereof we have caused these our letters to be made patent and our 
Great to be hereunto affixed. Witness: Richard Dobbs Spaight, Esquire, our Governor 
Captain General and Commander in Chief, at Newburn, the 12th day of January in the 1 7th 
year of our Independence and in the year of our Lord 1 793. Signed: J. Glasgow, Secretary.

Levi Carter's name appears frequently in the Greene County Court minutes from 1783- , as 
well as that of Abraham, James, Joseph, and Daniel. Caleb and Levi are named in 1784, in 
court cases as plaintiff or defendant; or to register an earmark for their hogs; jury lists; or 
appointments. In August 1786, "Ordered that a road be laid off from Babbs Mill to the County 
line below Swan Ponds", and named Joseph Carter , Abraham Carter, Levi Carter and nine 
other men to view, mark, and report to the November Court. This was the year 1786, that Levi 
Carter's son, our Elijah Carter was born. [When the text says our Elijah Carter, Elizabeth 
Carter Schnegelberger is referring to Elijah as her direct line. Tom Pratt 

In December 1784, the State of Franklin was organized; and Southwest Territory (South of 
Ohio) was formed to provide state or territorial government for Washington, Sullivan and 
Greene counties. Carter Station Campgrounds date back to September 20, 1787, at which 
time one of the church founders, Joseph Carter received a land grant from the State of North 
Carolina. A Christain Society was organized in 1790 and an outdoor preaching place was 
built on the hill in the present Carter's Station cemetery. Traveling circuit riders preached at 
Carter Station in the early years, and services were held there until the Great Revival Era near 
the turn of the century. Shortly after 1 800, a chruch, 40 x 30 was built of hewed pine logs, two- 
story covered with boards and had but one window. Two local ministers, the Rev. Benjamin 
Van Pelt, and Rev. Benjamin Williams served the church for many years. The latter is buried 
on the camp meeting ground. The Van Pelt home on Lick Creek was a favorite stopping 
place for Bishop Francis Asbury when he visited the area. This famous camp meeting site, 
had a large shed early in the century. A second shed was built in 1847~"the best in East 
Tennessee". In 1836, nine additional acres was purchased for camp meetings. In 1878 the 
present building was erected. "The present congregation at Carter's Station; United 
Methodist Church (formerly Albany) is striving to fulfill their obligation to God and to the 
founders of Old Carter's Station, and pledge to keep in service that which in trust has been 
passed down to them. 

Carter's were numerous in America at the time of the first census, 1 790, as number 63, 
appearing 651 times. In 1805, Levi Carter and Peter Cassel were on the tax rolls in Greene 
County, Tennessee. A newspaper article about Carter Station United Methodist Church, 
"Early white settlers from New Jersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County 
North Carolina, came upon a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and 
established a settlers fort in 1 783. Many of the settlers and members of their families and their 
descendants are buried in the cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a 
Mr. Hardin whose mocassins became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north 
side of Lick Creek when he was overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed." 
(Greeneville Tennessee Sun, newspaper, 25 July 1979.) 

The 1805 Camp meeting at Carter's Station began 23 August 1805, and lasted four (4) days. 
10,000 people came. The families camped. (Greeneville Tennessee first newspaper in

The CONFLICT 



I keep running across several sources written by researchers who do not seem to have a firm 
grasp of the facts. I suppose it depends on your sympathies as to who you wish to side. 

When I began my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I read over 45 books covering their early 
European ancestry their divine guidance to the South American continent and eventually their 
migration through North America eventually occupying most of the eastern portion of the 
United States. 



In my pursuit of my Cherokee ancestry, I discovered other authors writing books with a lack of 
truth and facts maybe due to ignorance, or their failure to research, nevertheless one such 
example follows. 

First, in order to explain the story, you the reader needs to be acquainted with the Carter 
family background. 

A large family of Carters reportedly coming from Wales to Gloucester County, New Jersey 
begins this conflict. There is a large contingent of researchers including myself who feel that 
my 5 th Great Grandfather; Levi Carter Sr. may have been born in New Jersey in 1736. 

Levi with brothers John, Nathan, Caleb, and Joseph, sibling identity has not been proven left 
New Jersey and settled for a while in Pennsylvania around the 1760's, as they pushed into the 
wilderness of North America engaging in warfare with native populations. 

They left Pennsylvania and began purchasing land in Monongahela and Preston Counties of 
Virginia what is now West Virginia. They lived in the area and continued their warlike behavior 
with the natives. 



Living in this area offered them the opportunity to join the American forces against the British 
and conduct war against both the British and the Cherokees which they had acquired a strong 
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dislike. 

This "might is right" attitude set the stage for years of bitter rivalry against the Cherokees. 
Many Carters lost their lives in that struggle and Cherokee resentment ran strong in the Carter 
family. 

The Carters decided to move to Surry County, North Carolina where they continued their war 
against the British and the natives. 

The Tories, loyal to the British, forced the Carter's out of Surry County and the Carter's fled for 
the safety of their lives and their families to the western most portion of North Carolina, which 
was Washington County. 

Washington County after the Revolutionary War became Greene County, Tennessee in 1783. 
The following collaborates this. 

The following is from, " Family History of Levi Carter, Descendants and Allied 
Families ", by Elizabeth Carter Schnegelberger, © 1 991 , Pages 3,5,9,1 0,1 1,14. 

Levy (Levi) possibly about 40 years of age, had an active frontier life like others of his 
generation, and was fully capable of withstanding the hardships of military service. During this 
time, 1 775- 1 777, Levi Carter had land on Indian Creek, at the mouth of LeMasters Run, near 
present day Arnettsville. The town was Point Marion, Virginia, where Monongalia River and 
the Cheat River meet. 

Levi Carter and John Carter Sr. both served two months at Pickett's Fort, located on the 
Monongalia River about twenty miles south of present Morgantown, Virginia. They were under 
the command of Capt. William Haymond and it. Morgan Morgan. 

Later in 1 777, Carter's moved south through the Shenandoah Valley Appalachian Mountains, 
to Surrey County, northwest North Carolina just south of the Virginia line, where Levi Sr., 
Caleb, Jesse, Nathaniel, John and others are listed as soldiers from North Carolina. (Allen, 
Penelope Johnson, "Tennessee Soldiers in the Revolution ", p 1 7.) 

Also, from the same source... 

The Carter's of Surry County, North Carolina, had supported the Revolution in both Virginia 
and North Carolina, while living on Indian lands, and had contributed soldiers to the cause. 
The King's proclamation in 1763, forbid white settlement west of the Appalachian Divide, so 
they were vulnerable to severe punishment by the British. Local Tories could identify the 
Carter's as enemies of the King, and soon after 1782, the Carter Patriarch's reached the 
conclusion that they could save their families by migrating en masse with the other threatened 
families to the Watauga-Tennessee Valley frontier. Some of the Carter's in the War lived long 
enough to apply for a Revolutionary War pension about 1830, and gave New Jersey as their 
birthplace. 

The Carter's of Washington and Sullivan counties, North Carolina (Greene County, TN. by 
1783) were included in 1780-81 " Inventory of Taxable Property of the Twelfth District in the 
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Present Circulating Currency " from Washington County, North Carolina. Abraham, oldest 
son of John Carter Sr.; Caleb Carter Sr., not Levi's son; John Carter; Joseph Carter; and Levi 
Carter Sr. 

They paid taxes until the 1 783 Land Act by North Carolina, when each Carter head filed a 
claim for a given number of acres. Levi Carter, Sr. and John Carter, Sr. with adjoining tracts of 

land on Lick Creek Possessed no more than squatter's rights built a Fort (Carter Fort), 

planted a crop, and tried to obtain a deed. 

A historical marker "John Carter established a settlement in 1783" at Carter's Station in 
Greene County, Tennessee, located 8 miles northwest of Greeneville on Hwy. 70, near the old 
Albany Post Office. Originally it was on the old Babbs Mill Wagon Road that ran east and west 
through Greene County from near Rheatown to the Hawkins county line near Bull's Gap. 
Carter's built their fort on present-day site of Carter's Station and Cemetery, where they fought 
the Cherokee Indians at Lookout Mountain. It was an intensive battle and lasted nearly a 
decade, with the whites prevailing. 

A newspaper article about Carter Station United Methodist Church, "Early white settlers from 
New Jersey, by way of Pennyslvania, Virginia, and Surrey County North Carolina, came upon 
a fortified Indian Village, made peace with the Indians and established a settlers fort in 1783". 

Many of the settlers and members of their families and their descendants are buried in the 
cemetery near the site of the fort. The first person buried was a Mr. Hardin whose moccasins 
became entangled in the brush of a cane-brake on the north side of Lick Creek when he was 
overtaken by the (Cherokee) Indians, and killed. " (Greeneville Tennessee Sun, newspaper, 25 
July 1979.) 

Rumor Control 

As a descendant of the Cherokees that lived in that area, I cannot let writers fabricate stories 
about the Cherokee peoples to justify their ancestor's warlike actions. 

If what the above writer said was true, that the Carters arrived near Lick Creek in newly 
formed Greene County, Tennessee in 1783, they made peace with the local Cherokees, then 
what would be the necessity of building a Fort they named Carter's Fort? 

The truth is that white settlers had been forging across the Appalachian Mountains for 
decades in contrary to the British Crown's assurances to the Cherokee's that they, the whites 
would not invade native people's land. 

This had been the law since the 1756 Proclamation by King George. When the Americans 
decided they did not want to live by the rules of England, they broke treaty and started to 
invade and war with the Cherokee and other native peoples . all in the pursuit of stealing 
their land and resources. 

The British came to the Native peoples and assured them that if they, the Cherokees would 
fight for the British, in what the Americans called the Revolutionary War, the Crown would 
enforce the 1756 proclamation. 
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The White Americans also solicited the native peoples to fight on their side, but could not offer 
any reassurances or protection against white encroachment. 

The natives chose the British based on the ideals of preserving their land and way of life. 

Technically, they didn't' care for either group of Whites or the reasons for the war, however, 
preserving their families against white encroachment was the foundation of their decision. The 
lesser of the two evils were the British, so the decision was made to support the British in the 
hope of preserving their life. What would you have done? 

In my opinion, the wrong side won the war. If the British had won, they would have honored the 
treaties with ALL the natives and there would have been no genocide or "Trail of Tears". 

The native's rights would have been respected and any white encroachment would have been 
reconciled without war, preserving the sovereignty of the native people nations. 

The landscape of North America would have large patches of native people's nations under 
the guidance and authority of the British Crown... the native populations would have prospered 
and flourished. 

There would be large sections of Cherokee lands, Choctaw lands, Seminole lands, Apache 
lands, Chickasaw lands and hundreds of other native people's land honored by treaties that 
the British Crown would have honored, as they had done in hundreds of other countries 
around the world. 

The North American continent would have been one large British colony with many subcultures 
making up their divisions. 

Many forget, that the French land sale to Jefferson in 1803 of the Louisiana Territory had a 
stipulation that demanded the Americans did not take native peoples land away by force and 
the Americans were to honor and respect the sovereignty of the Native peoples nations. 

It didn't take Jackson long before he violated that portion of the contract and began making 
agreements with various states like, Georgia to remove and "kick out" the natives under what 
is now known as the Georgia Compact. 

Because the Americans won the Revolutionary War, the beginning of the genocide of 
thousands of native tribes began and the very people who once helped and assisted those 
helpless Europeans were repaid by treachery, lawlessness, thievery and murder. 

The prosperity of America today, was achieved through a century of bloodshed against the 
native peoples. 

Even though I was not involved in the process or decisions of the 1800's activities with the 
native governments, I still feel ashamed for the participation that my "other" ancestors may 
have played in the demise of these great people. 

America wears a large red stain on its garment... stained with the blood of its native children. 
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The War Continues... 

The outcome of the Revolutionary War is well documented, however the fighting did not stop. 
The British and the Americans reconciled but the Carters and other whites continued their war 
against the Cherokees and other native populations. 

As stated above, when the Carter's arrived in Greene County 1783, they arrived in the middle 
of a 10-year war that had been going on with the Cherokee people. They built the fort because 
they had to... for their safety. 

The war with the Cherokees ended around 1 785 due to the superior technology of the whites. 
Also, the whites outnumbered these small tribes and villages and could destroy a whole tribe 
with their weapons. 

The whites would burn their crops, burn their homes and kill their livestock. Look what they did 
to the western tribes by destroying the buffalo. 

When the Cherokees finally gave up, they lost more than the war. The Americans wanted to 
set an example and teach other native tribes what the consequences of war with the whites 
would entail. 

The Cherokees once claimed land from the Ohio River to the Appalachians into South 
Carolina through Georgia to the Mississippi River amounting to millions of acres. 

The American Government through threats of annihilation and genocide swindled the 
Cherokees through a hundred written treaties out of all their lands, except a few parcels of 
land in North Carolina and Oklahoma. 

Even the land in Oklahoma was taken away from them when oil was discovered in 1897. 
Carter Animosity 

The Carter's had a deep hatred for the Cherokees since they had fought with them most of 
their lives. 

Levi Carter's son; Jesse Carter Sr. married Susanna ( HARMON) and raised 10 children 
mostly in the Greene County, Tennessee area. 

The name Harmon means war-man. There are many documented stories of the Harmon's 
warring with the natives. The Harmons would go out of their way to fight the natives and they 
enjoyed it. 

Three of Jesse's children married Cherokees; daughter... Nancy married Cherokee, Henry 
Pratt; son... Jesse Jr. married Cherokee, Catherine ( PRESLEY) and daughter... Susanna 
married Levi Presley another Cherokee. 

The Presley's were from North Carolina also of native ancestry and part of the Presley family 
of Elvis Vernon Presley, the singer. 
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When Jesse Carter Sr. died in 1 849, he left those three children out of his will and 
gave them no inheritance because they married Cherokees. Jesse's elder Carter's hatred of 
the people they abused, killed and stole life, limb and property transcended generations and 
filtered to their sons and grandsons. 

Thankfully, Jesse's wife Susanna did not feel the same way and after Jesse died, Susanna 
gave those three children some property in Monroe and McMinn Counties before her death in 
1865. 

Thank goodness for the tender mercies of our wives... they may save us yet. 
American's Owe a Debt 

So, the next time you hear someone boasting about their pioneer ancestors and how they 
forged a life out of the wilderness, remember without the Powhatan natives, the Jamestown 
setttlement would have been decimated. 

The Pilgrims would not have survived without the help of natives like Samoset, who walked 
into their camp and in English said "Welcome" and Squanto who taught the Pilgrims how to 
survive! 

It was the Cherokees that saved Col. Andrew Jackson in the battle with the Creeks. 

It was the Cherokees that forged a new alphabet and printed their own newspaper and 
created a government and set up schools to teach their children higher education fashioned 
after the white man... who was suppose to protect them. 

And it was the Cherokees that the white American government forced into concentration 
camps and moved them off of their land and seized everything that was of valuable.

Two years after his arrival back in Virginia, Clark married Julia 
Hancock of Fincastle on January 5,1808.

JOHN M. HARMON (deceased), one of the earliest and most honored citizens of Erie Township, 
McDonald Co., MO, was born in Greene County, TN on August 1 1 , 1803. He was the son of 
ISAAC and ELIZABETH (Luster) HARMON, both natives of Virginia, who lived and died in 
Greene County, that State. They were the parents of twelve children, all of whom, except one died 
in infancy, married and reared families. They are PETER, ISAAC, MARY, ELIZABETH, and 
EMMA. 

JOHN M. was reared on a farm and passed his young days in school and assisting his father with 
the farm work. He remained with his parents until his marriage in 1821 , (actually 1824) with 
ELIZABETH KEY, a daughter of DAVID M. and ELIZABETH KEY, also natives of Greene County, 
TN. 

After his marriage Mr. Harmon purchased land in his native county, and cultivated it until the fall of 
1846, when he sold out and came with teams to Erie Township, McDonald County, MO, then a 
part of Newton County, and settled on the banks of Indian Creek. This region was very sparsely 
settled at that time, and it was four years before the country was sectionalized. Mr. Harmon 
purchased of Wm. B. Cleveland a "squatter's" right to 400 acres, of which but little was improved. 
Upon it was a little log house and a small corn mill on Indian Creek, perhaps the first mill on the 
creek. Here he with his family lived happily until April 4, 1862 when he was brutally killed by a 
gang of rebel bushwackers. They first shot him, but as he did not die as fast as they wished they 
cut him in several places with a large butcher knife. He was a plain spoken Union man, and about 
the only one in his neighborhood at that time, his sons knew almost all of the men who killed their 
father, and they have lived to see all of them meet their deaths in one way or another. Mr. Harmon 
and his wife were both consistent Christians and members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Mrs. Harmon died on February 11,1 881 , aged seventy-six years. They were parents of eight 
children, all of whom grew to be men and women, they are ISAAC A., DAVID M., MARY (Mrs. 
John Manns), DANIEL, ELIZABETH (Mrs. John F. Mayfield), JOHN, THURSEY (wife of Dr. A.W. 
Chenoweth), and WILLIAM who was killed during the Civil War.

One of my mentor researchers; Geraldine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed said that she 
thought she had seen a court report in one of those books in the Crawford County Courthouse 
that mentioned Nancy Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from the County 
Court. She could not remember where it was or anything more about it. I looked for it when I 
was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not been documented 
but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them and had no time, or luck in finding 
any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could have died on his way to 
California or on his return to Missouri. After his death, his widow, Nancy ( CARTER) Pratt 
moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna 
Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy 
married widower, Absalom Blanton in Crawford County.

When I 
checked the newspapers of the Sullivan and surrounding areas back in the late 1970's and 
early 1980's, I did not know as much as I do now and overlooked key elements that I was not 
aware would be of value and interest to the Blanton-Pratt family history research community. 
Now, it is your turn to dig into those newspapes and extract the valuable and needed 
information to verify and answer some of the mysteries of these families.

Widower Absalom Blanton and widow Nancy Pratt were married on 21 March 1852 in

Research Note 

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were white with 
no native ancestry whereas, their children were M? Cherokee. After the death of Henry Pratt; full 
blooded Cherokee and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full blooded Cherokee, then Absalom 
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and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had intermarried through 

5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he 
may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way 
out to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, 
Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a 
party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the 
party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from 
cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the 
founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile 

for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With 
such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large 
house and well to do financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both 
parties and I am sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

Research Note 

Finding the death date of Absalom Blanton was an accident. I started to record all the property 
transactions I could find on the Blantons and Pratts and found very little on the Pratts. When I 
inquired from other fellow researchers concering Absalom's death date none of them knew or 
had any idea when he died. Being a "hands-on" researcher and getting into those courthouse 
records whcih I enjoyed so much, I took many trips down in Potosi and sat at those tables in 
those dusty record rooms. One one such occasion, I was recording as many of the deed 
records as time permitted, I ran across a Quit Claim Deed, Washington County, Missouri Deed 
Record Book "U" page 322, May 3, 1872 which I have recorded in its entirety below. In the 
actual deed itself, the date of death for Absalom Blanton was recorded!!!! I was elated and 
excited and shared with everyone my findings as they have always shared with me their 
research and discoveries. If more researchers would take the time to dig into those records in 
those courthouse vaults, many of our family history mysteries could be answered concerning 
our ancestors.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved 
into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. When James Pratt married 
Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told Rinard that he wanted a 
piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some property near her parents 
either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy land. Rinard bought the land, 
the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later sold 24 acres of the 
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105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she 
married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. After James became a property owner it was easier 
for James and Alexander to pass themself off as a white man even though they were Vz 
Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & 
Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

Alexander R. Pratt told his son; Carac Pratt who told his son; Orville Carac Pratt, who told me 
that Alexander had gone to California in 1848-1849 during the gold rush. Maybe Henry went 
with the group but he does not show up in the 1850 Crawford County census like Alexander 
does. I have checked available newspapers for that time period but have found no references 
to Henry Pratt. One of my mentor researchers; Geraldine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed said that 
she thought she had seen a court report in one of those books in the Crawford County 
Courthouse that mentioned Nancy Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from 
the County Court. She could not remember where it was or anything more about it. I looked for 
it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not been 
documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them and had no time, or 
luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could have died on his 
way to California or on his return to Missouri. After his death, his widow, Nancy ( CARTER) 
Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna 
Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy 
married widower, Absalom Blanton in Crawford County. Regrettably, due to old age, I must 
leave the mystery of Henry Pratt's death for the next generation to solve.-Floyd Thomas Pratt

1841-1850 Burial of Henry Pratt 

If Henry Pratt did die in the Pratt log cabin above Pratt Spring in Hamilton Hollow then he would 
have most likely been buried in what is now called Hamilton Hollow Cemetery, Hamilton 
Hollow, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States. This would explain why his wife; 
Nancy (CARTER) Pratt Blanton was buried there in 1875 and why when their son; 
Alexander R. Pratt died in 1912 at the home of his daughter; Thomas Livey & Polina 
(PRATT) Callahan in Cherryville, they were going to take him to be buried near Sullivan, but 
because of the ice storms the night before, they could not get the wagon up the icy roads and 
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back to Sullivan so they buried Alexander in the Freeman Cemtetery at Cherryville. Also, the 
Hamilton Hollow Cemetery was named after the Hamilton Furnace Company, who bought the 
Blanton property in 1 875. I have no information what that cemetery was named prior to that 
time, but there is evidence that cemetery was in use long before being named Hamilton Hollow 
Cemetery. Henry's brother-in-law Abalsom Blanton and Henry's sister and wife of Absalom; 
Cynthia Ann (PRATT) Blanton are buried in the Blanton Cemetery across the hill from the 
Hamilton Hollow Cemetey called the Blanton Cemetery. 

Blanton Hollow now known as Hamilton Hollow

There are two cemeteries on the hills at Hamilton Hollow across from each other. One is called 
Hamilton Cemetey and the other is the Blanton Cemetery. There are only a few headstones 
that have survived but both have many indentations in the ground where people have been 
buried. 

Since the Pratt's were of Cherokee ancestry, the government made sure that native indians 
were not allowed to prosper. This included preventing them from voting, buying and selling 
land, holding legal offices and even buying fishing licenses and they suffered other abuses kin 
to the way the whites treated their black slaves. 

Therefore, there were many mixed native families living in the 39th and 40th townships of 
Johnson Township in Washington County, Missouri. These families found a common bond by 
seeking refuse from the abuses of the whites by living in close proximity. Only by marrying into 
local white families did these mixed natives begin to gain acceptance after the turn of the 
century. 

In the meantime, they survived by hunting and cutting wood ties and staves for the railroad and 
mining companies. 

My grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known as "Lum" to his friends was not 
only taught those trades by his father; Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt, but also became known as 
an accomplished concrete and rock mason. My dad has shown me many structures still 
standing in Bourbon and the surrounding communty that my grandfather had built. 

Hamiton Hollow was named after the Hamitlon Iron Works Mining Company who purchased the 
land from Absalom Blanton's son; Alexander A. Blanton Sr. in 1872 which comprised of 
property around Henry Pratt's log cabin and Absalom Blanton's mansion which has now 
become known in these latter days as Hamilton Hollow. 

The old maps of the region show that the hollow was named Blanton Hollow in honor of 
Absalom Blanton and the creek the Blanton Creek. Near the creek is a cold water spring now 
called Pratt Spring named by the Missouri Corps of Engineers in honor of where Henry Pratt 
had built his log cabin on the bluff above. The large cave near the spring is named Pratt Cave. 

Absalom Blanton had bought this property on 3 November 1849 and developed a mining 
operation which employed many in the area. He built a large mansion with a winding staircase, 
which has been written in numerous local newspapers. Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I.

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Name Confusion of Henry Pratt 

Concerning his name the following should be noted: 

[1] In the Goodspeed's article Sarah Ann Pratt says her father's name is " John Pratt, an 
old honored citizen of Tennessee". Goodspeed published this article in 1 888. Sarah Ann 
died in 1896, therefore she probably gave this information to the reporter who wrote the 
Goodspeed Article on John A. Blanton. (see John Anderson Blanton's notes for the article.) 
This is one account of a first name of John. However, most likely someone else gave this 
information to the reporter. Henry Pratt was never an honored citizen of Tennessee. He and his 
family were forced on the "Trail of Tears" due to his Cherokee ancestry. 
[2] William Jesse Blanton told me that Luther Blanton, son of William Wesley Blanton, 
grandson of Cynthia Ann Pratt, told him that Henry Pratt's name was John Henry Pratt. Now of 
course, Luther wasn't born until 1881 , also Henry Pratt died between 1841-1850, therefore his 
remembrance is strictly hearsay because Henry died 30 years before Luther was born and he 
never knew him! 

[3] In the book, " A Century Passes. The Story and the City of Sullivan ". 1955, Page 
21 : "But all was not work and war in that first decade, there was a colorful social life as well. 
And there were weddings then too, and large families. August 10, 1861, John A. Blanton and 
his wife, Sarah A., daughter of John Pratt, celebrated their tenth wedding anniversary. There 
were 15 children born to this union." This was written in 1 955 so there is a possibility that 
they extracted their information from the Goodspeed's story of 1888. 
[4] Darlene Schatz said that her Grandma Dace, (she would be Sarah Ann ( BLANTON), 
daughter of Elbert Blanton, granddaughter of Henry Pratt) used the name of John Henry Pratt. 
Sarah Ann Blanton was born 1865, fifteen years after Henry's death. Therefore, she was not 
personally aquainted with Henry Pratt. Again heresay, no documentated written evidence.

Other Pratts 

Other researcher's claim that the Henry Pratt in the 1810 Washington Co., Va census had 
possible sons named Fulden, Oliver and Bernard. If this is true, our Henry Pratt does not name 
any children with those names. However, in Greene Co., Tennessee at that time was a James 
Pratt Sr. from North Carolina. Since Henry and his sister Cynthia both named their first son 
James it seems logical that James Pratt Sr. would be the direction in which to pursue 
research. However, what bothers me about James Pratt Sr. is. ..his children. James' daughter 
Nancy (PRATT) married Robert Stuart in 1808, James Pratt Jr. married Susanna 
(COUCH) in 1809 and Polly (PRATT) married Jacob Harmon in 1811. These children 
were marrying almost 10 years before Henry Pratt was married and 15 years before 
Absalom Blanton married Henry's sister; Cynthia Ann ( PRATT). This makes their birthdates 
about 1785-1790, too old to be the family of Henry and Cynthia. Maybe James Pratt's family 
was large and spread out over a long period of time. A complete dissertation on the above

The name Winslow is so unusual it is hard to determine where it came from. I can find no 
references or articles to famous people carrying that name circa 1860's or around the time of 
Henry Winslow Pratt's birth (1869). I can not find any family member in the Pratt,Carter, Blanton 
or Kimberlin lines that carried the Winslow name. However, there is a long shot I found through 
my research efforts, that may have a clue to the origin of the name. 

David Jackson Staples married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) in Boston, Massachusetts in 1848. 
This was the same year that gold had been discovered on the American River in California. 
David decided he had to go west to seek his fortune and with 25 men, including Mary's brother 
George Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts and her Uncle Jesse Winslow and others, 
formed the Boston-Newton Joint Stock Association. 

In 1848 and with the intent of going to California to participate in the gold rush, David Staples 
kept a journal of the trip. Traveling by train and lake steamer they reached Ohio without 
incident. After reaching Cairo, Illinois by April 27th and heading north to Saint Louis (City) for 
provisions, the party was spurred on by a cholera epidemic in St. Louis and left for 
Independence, Missouri by paddleboat up the Missouri River. 

On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the 
wet prairie, a party". ...returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera ." 
Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow 
died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 
was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . 

Presumptive Conclusions 

The following questions and assumptions are based on several coincidences from the 
David Jackson Staples story. These queries are meant to provoke contemplation and engage 
the reader into action, so someone, somewhere will desire to invesigate and find the answers. 

(1) Could the Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) from Newton, Massachusetts, that married David 
Staples have been a relative of Alexander or one of the other Pratts? 

(2) Was Alexander Pratt familiar with the Boston Pratts? 

(3) When the Staples party left St. Louis by paddleboat, they probably traveled the Missouri 
River. 

(4) They may have stopped at Hannibal, Missouri for provisions. Hannibal is not far from our 
Pratts in Crawford County. 

(5) Did the Staples-Winslow party stop and visit with the Pratts from Crawford County, 
Missouri? 

(6) One thing is known. ..Alexander Pratt went to the California gold fields in 1848-1849. This 
story was passed down by Alexander to his son; Carac who told his son; Orville, who told me in 
the 1980's before he died about Alex making the trip to California. 

(7) I have always speculated that if Alexander went west in 1 848 to California for gold, he didn't 
go alone. I believe some of his brother's and maybe his father; Henry Pratt accompanied him. 
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(8) Let's take this one step further, could Henry & Alexander and his brothers have hooked up 
with the David Staples party when they were going through Missouri at about the same time? 

(9) Could Henry Pratt, who we know was alive in 1842, could he have died on the trail out 
west? His wife, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt is a widow by the 8 October 1 850 census date. 
After 35 years of researching, we still do not know where or when Henry Pratt died. 

(1 0) David Staples' Journal says that " a party of their group lost a husband father and friend 
due to the cholera epidemic and returned". Could this have been Henry Pratt who died on the 
trail and his sons returned home to Crawford County, Missouri? 

(11) Alexander is in the 1 850 census with his mother and brothers. Why didn't he continue his 
westward trek to the gold fields of California? What would force him to return prematurely? 
Maybe the death of their father? 

(12) Did Alexander's association with the Staples and Winslow men on the trail create an 
impression on Alexander, that in 1869 he named one of his sons-Henry after his grandfather 
and Winslow after his good friend George Winslow of Newton, Massachusetts? 

(13) Alexander's son; Stonewall Jackson Pratt after reaching adulthood, dropped the 
"Stonewall" and took the middle name of "Newton". All the while he was alive in Columbia, 
Missouri since his adult life he was known as Jackson "Jack" Newton Pratt. Where did he get 
the name of Newton? From Newton, Massachusetts? 

(14) Henry Winslow Pratt named one of his sons, Jesse Lee Pratt in 1894. I can find no 
previous references to the name Jesse in the Pratt, Kimberlin, Missey families other than 
Carter family which I am sure they, meaning Henry Winslow Pratt, was not aware of.. Jesse 
Carter Sr. his great-grandfather. The Pratts did not have any written record of their family 
history so I am sure Jesse Carter Sr. was unknown to them. I think Henry Winslow Pratt named 
Jesse Pratt after Jesse Winslow from Newton, Massachusetts, who accompanied his father, 
Alex and David Stapes westward to California. 

(15) Once again Boston, Massachusetts pops up in my research. If the above hypothesis has 
any creditability, then maybe there was something to my great Aunt Eula's story about one of 
Jackson Pratt's boys stealing some Boston deeds from Laura ( MISSEY) Pratt in the late 
1920's or early 1930's. More on that story can be found in my article, "Who Stole the Deeds?" 
Should be noted that many older family members retold the stolen deed story to me, not 
just my great Eula Viola ( RICHARDSON) Pratt. 

I have a book titled " Still Flying and Nailed to the Mast ". The First Hundred Years of the 
Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, by William Bronson, © 1963 by Doubleday & Company, 
Ins. Garden City, New York. This book gives an accounting of some of the journals of David 
Staples and the hardships they faced on their journey to California from Boston. 

When my father was in the insurance business and owned his own agency, he contracted with 
Fireman's Fund Insurance Company as an agent (around 1969) and they gave him this book. 
He later gave me the book. Little did I know the mysteries I would find concerning the Staples, 
Winslow and Pratt families within its pages. I found it strange that the founder of the Fireman's 
Fund Insurance Company had married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW). I realize without more 
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collaborating evidence, the above hypothesis is purely speculation. In any case there are some 
coincidences that can not be overlooked. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, 
they moved into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail 
of Tears". They settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. When

I 
looked for it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that 
have not been documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them 
and had no time, or luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry 
Pratt could have died on his way to California or on his return to Missouri. After his 
death, his widow, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) Hansel 
family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, Absalom 
Blanton in Crawford County. Regrettably, due to old age, I must leave the mystery of 
Henry Pratt's death for the next generation to solve. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008

She was name after 
her grandmother; Susanna (HARMON) Carter.Also it appears the censustaker 
made another error with Susan Jane. Not only did he get the middle initial wrong, but 
he also got the sex wrong.]

Mary Eliza (HANSEL) was born 5 September 1851 in District 24, Crawford, 
Missouri, United States. Even though the 1900 census states she was born 
September 1850 since she is not with her parents on the 8th of November in the 1850 
census then it appears she was born after November or in September 1 851 . I think it 
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is more like 5 September 1 851 . 

1852 Spouse's Property Transaction 

Pursuant to the 1820 Land Act, in 1852, Henry Hansel purchased 40 acres in Boone 
Township off Carter Creek in Crawford Co., MO. This purchase is filed in the St. Louis 
Land Office #226 in 1856. 

This property became the Hansel homestead. Henry also co-founded a cemetery 
there; New Rock Creek Cemetery and New Rock Creek Church. The Hansels were 
Methodists. Their homestead lay across from the cemetery on the north side, (see 
map in Henry Hansel notes) 

1852 Marriage of widower Absalom Blanton and Mother widow; Nancy (CARTER) 
Pratt

Widower Absalom Blanton and widow Nancy Pratt were married on 21 March 1852 in 

Crawford, Missouri, United States. 

Research Note 

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were 
white with no native ancestry whereas, their children were M? Cherokee. After the death 
of Henry Pratt; full blooded Cherokee and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full blooded 
Cherokee, then Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their 
children whom had intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the birth 
of his daughter; Matilda in 1841, and I presume he may have been the one mentioned 
in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way out to the 1848-1849 gold 
rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples wrote of 
Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a 
party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was 
and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in 
Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 
1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San 
Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] 
Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich history of family ties and coupled 
with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and well to do financial 
circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am sure 
was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

Research Note 

Susan's Name There is evidence that Susan ( PRATT)'s middle name may 
have been Rebecca. In the 1880 census of Boone Township of Crawford County, 
Missouri, there is a Rebecca Hansel living with the George W. Davidson family. The 
only record we have reporting Susan ( PRATT) having a middle initial is the 1850 
census. 

Upon examination of the census, my first impression looks like the middle initial is an 
"A". However, the census taker may have written the initial meaning it as an "R". 
Notice the differences between the "A"'s following Susan's and the R's. 

Some researchers, including me thought that maybe her middle name was Ann. 
However, I don't think Nancy would have named two daughters with the same middle 
name of Ann. (Sarah Ann (PRATT) who married John Anderson Blanton). 

Also, we know of all but James Pratt and Lorenda ( PRATT)'s middle initial or name 
of each of the Pratt children. So, it would be in harmony that Susan would have a 
middle name also. 
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The Davidsons are on page 33b of the 1880 census and Susan's son, John and family 
are living a few doors down next to the Lewis Brandt family and the Allen Carter family 
on page 27a & 27b. Not far from his mother. 

Couple this with her obituary stating that she died at her son's home on 22 December 
1881 and we can see the close association to the Davidson family residence as being 
a reasonable trip to her son's house when she fell ill. 

Concerning her age in the 1880 census, chalk this up to the Davidson's best guess 
when the census taker asked her age. Maybe the Davidsons called her Rebecca or 
gave the census taker her full name Susanna Rebecca Hansel and the census taker 
used Rebecca. 

There are no other Susan or Rebecca Hansel's listed in the 1880 census of Missouri 
from Tennessee. Also, there are no Rebecca Hansels in the 1850,1860,1870 census 
of Missouri. 

Also, consider this, since the Cherokee lifestyle was based on a matriarchal society, 
I'm sure Nancy named most of the children. If Nancy named her first son, James Pratt 
after her husband's father, then maybe she named her first daughter, Susannah after 
her mother, Susannah (HARMON) Carter, and her middle name of Rebecca after 
her husband's mother's name. 

Therefore, I have come to the conclusion, that Rebecca was her middle name based 
on the 1880 census with the following supporting evidence; 

[1] The census has the correct state of birth for both her and her parents. 
[2] The age stated in the census is close to the correct age of 59/60. 
[3] She is correctly listed as a widow. 

[4] Listed as an "other" meaning a border concerning her relationship to the 
Davidsons. 

[5] Living in close proximity of her son, John, in the same area and township and with 
the verification of her death place in the obituary, I would say that Susan was Susanna 
Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel. 

Now, what about that "A" as her middle initial in the 1850 census. I think I know what 
happened. When Hawkins, the census taker was asking for full names of family 
members, which he abbreviated the middle name with an initial, Susanna told him her 
name was Susan-anna Hansel. This sounded like her name was Susan "A" for Anna. 
So he put down the initial "A" when he should have written Susanna with middle initial 
"R" for Rebecca. 

I think, Susan's full name was Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) named after her 
grandmother, Susanna (HARMON). ..not Susan "A". Nowhere in any other 
document that we have found is she recorded as Susan "A". 

Since Susan used "Susan" for the census and other legal documents, obviously she 
was comfortable with the nickname Susan. 
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The name Rebecca is not a dominant or casual name in the Carter side of the family. 
Out of 300 Carter family members, I found it mentioned once and not even in Levi 
Carter's line. 

Could her missing marriage license have Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) or Rebecca 
(PRATT), could be, but until we are able to find this record we can only guess.

Could not find Henry in this census. There is speculation that maybe Henry moved to 
Texas after reading an article in a Lincoln Co., NC newspaper, " Lincoln 
Transcript " dated 26 Aug 1836, requesting emigrants to move to Texas at the 
expense of Texas. Checking the Texas 1840 census produced no results for Henry 
Hansel. Checking 1840 North Carolina, Tennessee, and Missouri censuses was futile in 
locating Henry & Jane.

Sometime between the 1830 census in Lincoln County, Henry lost his family and a little 
after 1840 arrives in Crawford County, Missouri a possible widower and marries 
Susanna Rebecca (PRATT) and settles near Carter Creek, Boone Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri. 

What happened to his first family is unknown. Did he go to Texas after all? Where they 
killed? Did he get a divorce? His whereabouts from 1830 to 1843 has left us with quite a 
mystery.

Best guess for the date is between 1 841 -1 842. This is based on their first-born child, 
John W. Hansel, who was born on 1 July 1843 in Washington County, Missouri. If we can 
count on the July 1st as being correct, and John was carried the full nine months, then he 
was conceived around September - October of 1842. Then the marriage date would 
have been July - August 1842. 

[1] The flaws in this logic are based on John being the first-born. Maybe he wasn't. 
[2] The birth month being July 1843, maybe wrong month and year. 
[3] Assuming he was carried the full nine months. 
[4] Speculating his conception month. 

[5] The marriage date could have been a year previously to 1 842. 

Since Susanna Rebecca (PRATT) was still living with her parents in the 1840 census 
of Richwoods Township, Washington County, Missouri and we can't find any Henry 
Hansel in the 1840 census of Missouri, we really don't know where he was in 1840. 

Henry H. Hansel was 36 to 39 years old when they married. Susanna was 1 8 years 
younger than Henry. 

Many have thought that Henry Hansel may have known the Pratts when they lived in 
Greene County, Tennessee. This line of thinking derives from Henry Hansel's cousin 
moving to Greene County and maybe Henry H. Hansel visited them. There are two 
problems with this line of thinking. 

We have proven by research that the Henry Pratt family left Greene County, Tennessee 
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around 1825 and moved to Monroe County, TN with the Jesse Carter Sr. family; Nancy 
(CARTER)'s parents. This would mean that Susan would have been 4 years old in 
Greene County before her move with her parents to Monroe County. 

Also, Henry H. Hansel was marrying Jane (COBLE) in Lincoln Co., NC in 1827 and 
is in the 1830 census for Lincoln County, North Carolina. 

Therefore, Henry would not have known the Pratts prior to Missouri unless. ..he had met 
them in Monroe County, Tennessee prior to 1839. He could have followed them on the 
"Trail of Tears" but highly unlikely. 

Another factor is location; the Henry Hansel family shows up in the 1850 census on 
Carter Creek of Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Not anywhere near the 
Pratt's homestead in Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Township, Washington County, 
Missouri. 

This indicates that Henry Hansel wished to distance himself from the Pratts in 
Washington County. 

There could be several reasons for his decision to move so far away from his in- 
laws... the Pratts. 

Henry Pratt and children were poor Native Americans; Cherokees who could not own 
property, in fact the Pratts were in hiding from the government after jumping the "Trail of 
Tears" a few years earlier in 1839. Maybe Henry Hansel was well-to-do and could afford 
property. As a white man he could purchase property and as a citizen of the United 
States enjoyed all the privileges thereof. 

The Hamilton Hollow area was a safe haven for native peoples. Since Henry Hansel was 
white, he had nothing in common with the natives. Also, there may have been bad blood 
between Henry Pratt and Henry Hansel. Marrying Henry's daughter, who was only 17-19 
years old and considering the groom had been previously married and was 18 years her 
senior, may not have set well with Henry Pratt. 

In any case, the Hansels lived in Crawford County and the Pratt family under Henry Pratt 
lived in Washington County. 

Concerning the location of the marriage there are several possibilities. 

I would guess an Episcopal Methodist minister married them probably in the bride's 
parent's home in Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri. This would probably 
have been Rev. Valentine S. Carter who was a neighbor of Henry Hansel' on Carter 
Creek. Or, Henry Hansel took Susanna back to Lincoln County to see his folks or maybe 
someplace on the way. Or, they eloped to a neighboring county. 

However, I have checked the surrounding counties of Crawford including St. Louis and 
cannot find this marriage recorded. 

Why would Henry Hansel come to Washington County, Missouri where he met Susanna 
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Rebecca (PRATT)? I believe the answer lies in the activities of the political climate at 
the 1841-1842-time period. 

1841 Pre-Emption Act of 1841 

In 1841 , Senator Thomas Hart Benton, from Missouri, co-sponsored a bill that 
basically stated the squatter could homestead up to 160 acres of land and purchase the 
land for $1 .25 per acre. This bill became the Pre-emption Act of 1 841 , which was 
passed on 4 September 1841 . 

I think Henry Hansel like many white Americans, wasted no time and decided to take 
advantage of the government's offer before all the good land was taken. 

When he stopped in St. Louis to find out what land was available, they informed him that 
the western portion of St. Louis County to the border of Kansas was available and could 
be homesteaded or purchased. 

He may have talked to several people and they told him of the gentle rolling hills of the 
western counties; i.e. Crawford, Washington, Dent with plenty of fresh water springs, fruit 
trees and game, which was still wide-open country. He also knew before he purchased 
the property, he had to "check out" the land to see if it could be farmed and suitable to 
his needs. 

On his way west to find a suitable homestead he went through Washington County and it 
was at this time he probably met the Pratt family and Susanna, his future bride. I believe 
it was at this time he married Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) in late 1 841 or 1 842. After 
his marriage, he probably lived with the Pratts in Johnson Township, Washington 
County, Missouri. 

After the birth of his first child, John W. Hansel, in 1843, he decided to find a good 
homestead, which led him to Carter Creek in Boone Township in neighboring Crawford 
County, Missouri. He found gentle rolling hills with plenty of trees for lumber and a clear 
fresh water stream. Also, he was near a road now known as highway FF and a trail now 
called Rock Road. Highway FF led to St. Cloud between Bourbon and Sullivan. 

These roads gave him easy access to the main trading routes and railroads for easy 
travel to purchase supplies and conduct necessary business. After choosing a site he 
began to build his home and make improvements on the land. 

1841-1850 Death of father-in-law: Henry Pratt 

Death of Henry Pratt calculated to be between 1841 and 1850. This deduction derived 
from the presumption that he conceived his last known child; Matilda Jane "Janie" 
(PRATT) who was born according to her death certificate 20 October 1841 . Going 
back 9 months from her birth date indicates he was alive February 1841 if... Matilda's 
birth date is correct. His son; Alexander R. Pratt told his son; Carac Pratt who told his 
son; Orville Carac Pratt, who told me that Alexander had gone to California in 1848- 
1 849 during the gold rush. Maybe Henry went with the group but he does not show up in 
the 1850 Crawford County census like Alexander does. I have checked available 
newspapers for that time period but have found no references to Henry Pratt. One of my 
mentor researchers; Geraldine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed said that she thought she had 
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seen a court report in one of those books in the Crawford County Courthouse that 
mentioned Nancy Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from the 
County Court. She could not remember where it was or anything more about it. I looked 
for it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not 
been documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them and had 
no time, or luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could 
have died on his way to California or on his return to Missouri. After his death, his 
widow, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri 
to be near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, 
Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, Absalom Blanton in Crawford 
County. Regrettably, due to old age, I must leave the mystery of Henry Pratt's death for 
the next generation to solve. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008 

Research Note 

Did Henry Hansel wait until after Henry Pratt died before he married Susanna Rebecca 
(PRATT) or did he marry Susanna with Henry's blessing? This brings us back to the 
question. ..why did Henry Hansel decide to move so far away from the Pratts in 
Richwoods Township and settle on Carter Creek in Boone Township in Crawford 
County?

1848 Childbirth of son: Henry H. Hansel Jr. 

Henry H. Hansel Jr. was born in District 24, Crawford, Missouri, United States in 
December 1 848

She was name after her 
grandmother; Susanna (HARMON) Carter.Also it appears the censustaker made 
another error with Susan Jane. Not only did he get the middle initial wrong, but he also 
got the sex wrong.] 

Research Note 

After the death of her husband, Henry Pratt, widow Nancy ( CARTER) Pratt and 
children are living next door to her daughter Susanana Rebecca ( PRATT) Hansel's 
family in the 1850 census. By this time, Susan had a large family (3 children) and widow 
Nancy moved to be near her daughter and grandchildren. 

Notice the unknown son, S. M. Hansel, male 5 years old. This individual is a problem to 
researchers because we know a daughter, Susan Jane ( HANSEL), named after her 
mother and Henry's first wife, Jane, was born 19 April 1846 and died 15 December 
1 858. 

She is buried in the New Rock Cemetery, which Henry had donated to the community. 
Her headstone reads: Susan J. Hansell, daughter of H. & S. died December 15, 1858 
age 12 years, 7 months, 26 days. This calculates out to a birth date of 19 April 1846. 

Therefore, she should have been listed in the 1850 census with her parents. S. M. 
Hansel, male, age 5.. .I think is really Susan Jane Hansel. Or, could actually have been 
another son. 

1851 Childbirth of daughter: Mary Eliza (HANSEL) 

Mary Eliza (HANSEL) was born 5 September 1851 in District 24, Crawford, 
Missouri, United States. Even though the 1900 census states she was born September 
1850 since she is not with her parents on the 8th of November in the 1850 census then it 
appears she was born after November or in September 1 851 . I think it is more like 5 
September 1851 . 

1852 Property Transaction 

Pursuant to the 1820 Land Act, in 1852, Henry Hansel purchased 40 acres in Boone 
Township off Carter Creek in Crawford Co., MO. This purchase is filed in the St. Louis 
Land Office #226 in 1856. 

This property became the Hansel homestead. Henry also co-founded a cemetery there; 
New Rock Creek Cemetery and New Rock Creek Church. The Hansels were 
Methodists. Their homestead lay across from the cemetery on the north side, (see map 
in Henry Hansel notes)

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 
1839, they moved into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the 
"Trail of Tears". They settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 
When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James 
probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told 
James to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the 
law for indians to own or buy land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 
weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 
Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander 
Pratt... James' brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to 
pass themself off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to 
Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha 
Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

One of my mentor 
researchers; Geraldine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed said that she thought she had seen 
a court report in one of those books in the Crawford County Courthouse that 
mentioned Nancy Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from the

looked for it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds 
that have not been documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of 
them and had no time, or luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, 
Henry Pratt could have died on his way to California or on his return to Missouri. After 
his death, his widow, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) 
Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, 
Absalom Blanton in Crawford County. Regrettably, due to old age, I have run out of 
time andl must leave the mystery of Henry Pratt's death for the next generation to

Ira Spencer HULL was born in 1 838 in , Trumball, Ohio. He died on 1 7 Mar 1 891 in 
Laclede co, Missouri. Ira was married first to Cynthia Catherine Dollar and then to 
Diannah Wilson. Both claimed to be widow and widower of previous marriages. 
Diannah's former husband died 17 years after she married Ira in 1888. Ira married 
three times.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 
When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James 
probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told 
James to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the law 
for indians to own or buy land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 

weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt.. James' 

brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass 
themself off as a white man even though they were M? Cherokee. This led to 
Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes 
which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 
When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James 
probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told 
James to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the 
law for indians to own or buy land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 
weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 
Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander 
Pratt... James' brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to 
pass themself off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to 
Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha 
Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

mentioned Nancy Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from the 
County Court. She could not remember where it was or anything more about it. I 
looked for it when I was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds 
that have not been documented but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of 
them and had no time, or luck in finding any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, 
Henry Pratt could have died on his way to California or on his return trip to Missouri. 
After his death, his widow, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) 
Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, 
Absalom Blanton in Crawford County. Regrettably, due to old age, I must leave the 
mystery of Henry Pratt's death for the next generation to solve. -Floyd Thomas Pratt

Seems to be a discrepancy of enormous proportions. When I read their marriage 
record in 1976, I was new to research and as an untrained observer, I thought I saw 
her name as Mrs. Other researchers have now reported that the Mrs. was actually 
Misf which was a double "s" indicating she was a Miss not a Mrs. After viewing the 
actual record, I must now conclude that it is written as Miss not Mrs. I have found in the 
census records a Miss Catherine Adaline ( DUGAN) in Franklin County, Missouri 
who was 20 years old. Alexander would have been 53 years old at the time of this 
marriage and surely the newspapers should have written an article about the 
discrepancy in age of this marriage. I have not had the time to check the Sullivan, 
Potosi, Bourbon or Steelville newspapers to verify any such article. However, if 
Adaline, the 20 year old in the census is the one he married. ..that would explain her 
ability to bear two children and dying young, from childbirth complications in 1892.

Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt died near Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, 
United States in 1912. 

[1] Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt died either the early part of 1912 (Jan-Mar) or the 
latter (Oct-Dec) according to his grandson, Fred Callahan. The roads were icy and 
they could not take his body back to Sullivan so they buried him the Freeman 
Cemetery, Cherryville, Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. 
[2] Date on metal plate at gravesite states 1831-1912 from gravesite marker at 
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Freeman Cemetery, Cherryville, Crawford, Missouri, United States.

21 June 1982 Story about the death of Alexander Pratt 

In 1982, I used to travel throughout the middle portion of Missouri tracking down 
ancestors and related families. One such family was Thomas Livey and Polina 
(PRATT) Callahan family; Alexander's daughter who had lived in Cheryville, 
Osage Twp, Crawford, Missouri for many years and had children who still lived in that 
area. One such child was Fred C. Callahan born 4 July 1907 in Cherryville, Osage 
Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States and died 29 January 1992 at Rolla, Phelps, 
Missouri, United States. 

After receiving a reply to my newspaper ad looking for Alexander Pratt's grave from 
Elsie Conaway, who told me where the gravesite was located, I started to contact the 
Callahan family and drove to Cherryville to visit Fred Callahan on 21 June 1982. He 
related the following story to me about his grandpa.. .Alexander Pratt. 

When Fred was a little boy.. .about 5 years old, Grandpa Alex (Alexander R. Pratt) 
came to visit his Mom and Dad (Una & Tom Callahan) who lived near Cherryville, 
Missouri. Little Freddie used to "pick" on his Grandpa by climbing on him and playing 
with him like little grandchildren do with their grandpa. [I know from personal 
experience that my grandchildren; Brian and Jacob love to wrestle with me and get 
me down on the floor and climb on top of me and "beat me up". I've watched my father 
play with his great-grandchildren the same way.] 

One day, Grandpa Alex was rockin' in a rockin' chair by the fireplace chewin' tobacco, 

when little Freddie ran into the kitchen where his mother was cookin' and said 

"Momma, sumptins wrong with Grandpa", Lin a said, " You quit pickin' on 

Grandpa or I'll box your ears." They went into the front room and Lina found that Alex 

Pratt had died of a heart attack in his rocking chair. He was 79. This happened in 

1 91 2. Unknown if it was in the earlier part of the year or the winter months of the year. 

Fred told me because the roads were slick with ice from an ice storm, they couldn't 
get the wagon with Alexander's body up the hills to take him back to his home in 
Sullivan to be buried, so they buried him in the Freeman Cemetery outside of 
Cherryville, Missouri. [I have driven' those roads at Cherryville and they are extremely 
steep and even hard to drive up them when the road is clear let alone when there is 
snow or sleet on the highway.] 

Carac Pratt, Alex's son from his second marriage, put a small metal marker at the 
grave site in 1975, which was still there when I visited the grave in 1982. Luckily, I 
took a picture of that metal placque because I have now been told that someone took 
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the placque from the cemetery and it is missing. This is a drawing of where he is 
buried. It is now 2008, so I am trying to remember from my 1982 visit.

His gravesite was about 3 or 4 in from the back fence towards the gate. I had made 2 
attempts to find his grave. I had ridin' my motorcyle from Springfield, Missouri where I 
was living and operating an insurance agency. 

On my first visit I walked all over the cemetery and found nothing. I had left the radio on 
the motorcycle and it was playing "rock" music and I was not in tune with the spirit and 
I was unsuccessful. There was a spot that I felt a strange feeling come over me but I 
didn't know why, there was nothing there. 

On my second trip on a different day, this time, I left the radio off and Elsie Conaway 
came with me and showed me where he was buried. To my surprise, it was in the 
same spot I had previouly searched but found nothing. There it was. ..the metal marker 
clearly sticking out of the ground. How did I miss it the first time? I do not know. 
Maybe I wasn't intune with the spirit and was blinded by the ways of the world and 
failed to see. I don't know. 

That is the story on how Alexander Pratt became buried in the Freeman 
Cemetery, Cherryville, Crawford, Missouri, United States. There should be 
newspaper accounts of his death in the Sullivan, Bourbon, Steelville and/or Potosi 
newspapers. Those newspapers are kept at the State Historical Society in Cloumbia, 
Missouri and I had to travel to Columbia to get to read them. Usually I was permitted 
to have one day because I was a working father and had to raise a family at the same 
time I was trying to research my family line. I found some references to the Pratts, 
Blantons, Carters and other families in those papers but time prevented me from 
doing a thorough research. Maybe one day they will be online. -Floyd Thomas Pratt

"WANTED: The burial place of Alexander Pratt father of Winslow Pratt, was living 
on Crows Creek, died between 1910-1920. Reward of $20 for information. Write: 
Floyd Pratt, 2926 W. Washita, Springfield, Missouri 65807." 
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[I ran this advertisement hoping to find where Alexander Pratt was buried. I was 
hoping to pinpoint a birth and death date. Up to this point all I had was census records 
and nothing else to go on. And you must remember, back in 1982 I was still light years 
ahead of other researchers who did not even know who Alexander Pratt was or whom 
he married. Two people answered my ad and wrote back to me informing me of the 
location of Alexander's gravesite. The first was Elsie E. Conaway; born 31 October 
1925 and died February 1988 from Cherryville and the second was Margaret Wagner 
from Sullivan, Missouri. Neither one wanted the $20 and when I drove out to see 
Elsie, she took me to where his gravesite was located. Whoa!! [I am still in 
coorespondence with Margaret Wagner as of this day 4 July 201 0.] 

But first I am getting ahead of myself. When Elsie wrote to me and told me where his 
grave was located I decided to ride my 750cc Honda Goldwing motorcycle up from 
Springfield, where I lived, to Cherryville. I remember going up highway 19 and getting 
off at the Cemetery. I had a radio on my Honda and I was fond of rock music, 
loud. ..rock music and of course everyone knows that rock music is not conducive to 
the Holy Ghost and when I arrived at the cemetery, I left my radio on and walked the 
entire cemetery looking for Alexander Pratt's grave. I thoroughly looked at each grave 
site in anticipation of finding his grave after all these years but something was wrong 
and I couldn't find him. I went over and over the cemetery checking carefully each 
headstone and marker and he was not there. At one point of my search, I remember 
walking straight towards the back of the cemetery fence and felt a strange sensation 
at about 2 or 3 graves in but did not see any marker or headstone. I was dissapointed 
to say the least and drove back home after doing more research that day and was 
despondent. 

I called Elsie and told her I could not find the gravesite and she offered to take me 
there in person. So, sometime later, a week, a few days I don't remember, I rode my 
motorcycle back up to the cemetery and met Elsie, but this time I did not play rock 
music. And to my surprise she took me right to the spot that I had felt a strange 
sensation before but could not see the marker and lo and behold there it was. ..a steel 
metal marker which said "Alexander Pratt 1831-1912". 

I became very humbled and realized how grateful I was to my Heavenly Father for 
allowing me to see the marker and to Elsie for taking the time to show me his 
gravesite. Why didn't I see it before? It must have been there. It's been there since 
Carac put in there before 1 975. I believe the reason I didn't see it the first time was 
because my spirit was not in harmony with the Holy Ghost and I was not ready. After 
humbling myself, the Lord blessed me and we found the marker. Those of you who 
know what I am talking about.. .understand. I took a Polariod picture of the marker and 
have it at this day. It is included in the pictures of Alexander Pratt's collection. Sadly, I 
was told that someone has taken the marker and it is lost. This is a true story-Floyd 
Thomas Pratt

Orville Carac Pratt 

I found another grandson of Alexander Pratt living in Bethalto, Illinois. Sometime in 
the 1 980's I made a trip and visited with Orville Carac Pratt, son of Carac Francis 
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Pratt. Carac Francis Pratt was the last known living child of Alexander & Catherine 
Adaline (DUGAN) Pratt. 

Orville related the following information about his Grandpa Alexander Pratt. Orville 
said his father; Carac told him that Alexander was a big man 6' 4" tall and weighed 
about 240lbs. Alex was a blacksmith, autioneer, and ran a threshing seperator rig for 
a while. Since Carac made railroad ties then probably he learned this from his father. 
Carac also told him that his dad, Alex made the gold rush to California in 1849. [If 
Alex made the gold rush maybe that's where his father Henry Pratt died. Maybe his 
dad went with him to California because Alex was only 1 7 years in 1 849.] 

Research Speculation 

[In close proximity to Lick Creek in Greene County, Tennessee, next door to the 
Carter family, the Harmon family and the Blanton family, there was James & Ann 
(GIBSON) Pratt family from Rockingham County, North Carolina. A few years 
before Henry Pratt and Nancy (CARTER) were married on October 3, 1820 in 
Greene County, Tennessee, there was a Robert Pratt and Alexander Pratt getting 
married in Greene County, Tennessee. The question is; does the "R." in Alexander's 
middle name represent his uncle.. .Robert? Was Alexander named after another 
uncle.. .Alexander? Was Henry Pratt the son of James & Ann ( GIBSON) Pratt 
since he named his first son James? Futher research into this family needs to take 
place in the historical archives of Greene County, Tennessee.-Floyd Thomas Pratt 
2008] 

My Tribute to the Ambrose Marion Pennock Family by Floyd Thomas Pratt 
2008 

When my 2nd great grandfather, Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt bought 40 acres from 
William & Martha () Hughes on 22 May 1856, this property transaction had a great 
deal more intrigue and suspense than a normal property transfer. 

My 2ggfather, Alex was 1/2 Cherokee and Native Americans were not allowed to buy 
or own property. 

When the Pratts were forced from their home in Monroe County, Tennessee by 
bayonets, they were force marched on the "Trail of Tears" from September 1938 to 
March 1939, this has been documented by personal journals of those who 
accompanied the Pratts on that journey. 

When they arrived in the portion of Crawford County, Missouri which later became 
Washington County, before the 1840 census date, they settled near the local family of 
Rinard (Rhinehart) & Frances (PETERS) Kimberling family. 

The Kimberlings hailed from Botetourt County, Virginia and had been in Missouri 
since 1825 and settled in the Richwoods Township area of Washington County where 
Alexander's father, Henry Pratt shows up in the 1840 census. Rinard later moved to 
Johnson Township and the Pratts followed. 

One of Henry's sons; James Pratt took a liking to one of Rinard's daughter's; 
Catherine (KIMBERLIN). But, Rinard was not going to let James Pratt a Cherokee 
marry his daughter unless he settled down. I guess Catherine was relentless in her 
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pleadings to her father and he finally consented to the marriage and James & 
Catherine were married sometime between 1847-1848. [No record has been 
located]. 

On 25 February 1854, Rinard sold 23 acres to his son-n-law, James Pratt. This was 
the first property transaction found for the Pratts. Their father, Henry Pratt never 
owned property because he was full blooded Cherokee and it was against tribal 
custom and government law. [Cherokees felt that everyone in the tribe owned the land 
and therefore it could not be bought or sold.] 

Alexander, encouraged by James' success with land purchase but more intrigued by 
another of Rinard's daughter, Mary ( KIM BERLIN) wanted to seek her hand in 
marriage. Rinard realizing that he wanted good stable husbands for his daughters, 
informed Alex that he had to purchase property and settle down, BEFORE, he would 
permit his daughter to marry him. 

So, on 22 May 1856, Alexander purchased 40 acres from William Hughes and a little 
more than 1 month later, on 28 June 1856 he married Mary ( KIMBERLIN). So 
these 40 acres were the original homestead of Alexander R. & Mary ( KIMBERLIN) 
Pratt family. 

Cherokees are not very good farmers and after trying to conform to the farming life, 
Alexander decided this wasn't for him and about that time a new family arrived in the 
Johnson Township area looking for good land to build a future. This is where the 
Ambrose Marion Pennock family purchased the old homestead of the Alexander Pratt 
family on 18 March 1859. 

Alexander Pratt stayed in the Johnson Township area of Washington County until after 
his second wife. ..Catherine Adaline ( DUGAN) Pratt died in 1892. He then moved 
to the Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri area to be closer to his son, Henry Winslow 
Pratt family and Alexander died in 1 91 2. 

As you see, because of the friendship our ancestors shared with others, the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family will always have a special place in the hearts of the Pratts, this 
friendship transcends generations and binds our families together forever. Floyd

Blanton Hollow now known as Hamilton Hollow

There are two cemeteries on the hills at Hamilton Hollow across from each other. One 
is called Hamilton Cemetey and the other is the Blanton Cemetery. There are only a 
few headstones that have survived but both have many indentations in the ground 
where people have been buried. 

Since the Pratt's were of Cherokee ancestry, the government made sure that native 
indians were not allowed to prosper. This included preventing them from voting, 
buying and selling land, holding legal offices and even buying fishing licenses and 
they suffered other abuses kin to the way the whites treated the blacks. 
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Therefore, there were many mixed native families living in the 39th and 40th 
townships of Johnson Township in Washington County, Missouri. These families 
found a common bond by seeking refuse from the abuses of the whites by living in 
close proximity. Only by marrying into local white families did these mixed natives 
begin to gain acceptance after the turn of the century. 

In the meantime, they survived by hunting and cutting ties and staves for the railroad 
and mining companies. 

My grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known as "Lum" to his friends 
was not only taught those trades by his father; Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt but also 
became known as an accomplished concrete and rock mason. My dad has shown 
me many structures still standing in Bourbon and the surrounding communty that my 
grandfather had built. 

Hamiton Hollow was named after the Hamitlon Iron Works Mining Company who 
purchased the land from Absalom Blanton's son; Alexander A. Blanton Sr. in 1872 
which comprised of propety around Henry Pratt's log cabin and Absalom Blanton's 
mansion which has now become known in these latter days as Hamilton Hollow. 

The old maps of the region show that the hollow was named Blanton Hollow in honor 
of Absalom Blanton and the creek the Blanton Creek. Near the creek is a cold water 
spring now called Pratt Spring named by the Missouri Corps of Engineers in honor of 
where Henry Pratt had built his log cabin on the bluff above. The large cave near the 
spring is named Pratt Cave. 

Absalom Blanton had bought this property on 3 November 1849 and developed a 
mining operation which employed many in the area. He built a large mansion with a 
winding staircase, which has been written in numerous local newspapers.

Why did Alexanders R. & Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt name one of their sons; Henry 
Winslow Pratt?

The name Winslow is so unusual it is hard to determine where it came from. I can 
find no references or articles to famous people carrying that name circa 1860's or 
around the time of Henry Winslow Pratt's birth (1869). I can not find any family 
member in the Pratt,Carter, Blanton or Kimberlin lines that carried the Winslow name. 
However, there is a long shot I found through my research efforts, that may have a clue 
to the origin of the name. 

David Jackson Staples married Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) in Boston, 
Massachusetts in 1848. This was the same year that gold had been discovered on 
the American River in California. David decided he had to go west to seek his fortune 
and with 25 men, including Mary's brother George Winslow from Newton, 
Massachusetts and her Uncle Jesse Winslow and others, formed the Boston-Newton 
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Joint Stock Association. 

In 1848 and with the intent of going to California to participate in the gold rush, David 
Staples kept a journal of the trip. Traveling by train and lake steamer they reached 
Ohio without incident. After reaching Cairo, Illinois by April 27th and heading north to 
Saint Louis (City) for provisions, the party was spurred on by a cholera epidemic in 
St. Louis and left for Independence, Missouri by paddleboat up the Missouri River. 

On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons 
through the wet prairie, a party". ...returning haveing lost a husband father and 
friend of Cholera ." Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, 
on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and 
party continued on to California and in 1 862 was one of the founders of the 
Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . 

Presumptive Conclusions 

The following questions and assumptions are based on several coincidences 
from the David Jackson Staples story. These queries are meant to provoke 
contemplation and engage the reader into action, so someone, somewhere will 
desire to invesigate and find the answers. 

(1) Could the Mary Pratt (WINSLOW) from Newton, Massachusetts, that married 
David Staples have been a relative of Alexander or one of the other Pratts? 

(2) Was Alexander Pratt familiar with the Boston Pratts? 

(3) When the Staples party left St. Louis by paddleboat, they probably traveled the 
Missouri River. 

(4) They may have stopped at Hannibal, Missouri for provisions. Hannibal is not far 
from our Pratts in Crawford County. 

(5) Did the Staples-Winslow party stop and visit with the Pratts from Crawford County, 
Missouri? 

(6) One thing is known. ..Alexander Pratt went to the California gold fields in 1848- 

1 849. This story was passed down by Alexander to his son; Carac who told his son; 
Orville, who told me in the 1980's before he died about Alex making the trip to 
California. 

(7) I have always speculated that if Alexander went west in 1848 to California for gold, 
he didn't go alone. I believe some of his brother's and maybe his father; Henry Pratt 
accompanied him. 

(8) Let's take this one step further, could Henry & Alexander and his brothers have 
hooked up with the David Staples party when they were going through Missouri at 
about the same time? 

(9) Could Henry Pratt, who we know was alive in 1842, could he have died on the trail 
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out west? His wife, Nancy (CARTER) Pratt is a widow by the 8 October 1850 
census date. After 35 years of researching, we still do not know where or when Henry 
Pratt died. 

(10) David Staples' Journal says that " a party of their group lost a husband father 
and friend due to the cholera epidemic and returned". Could this have been Henry 
Pratt who died on the trail and his sons returned home to Crawford County, Missouri? 

(11) Alexander is in the 1850 census with his mother and brothers. Why didn't he 
continue his westward trek to the gold fields of California? What would force him to 
return prematurely? Maybe the death of their father? 

(12) Did Alexander's association with the Staples and Winslow men on the trail 
create an impression on Alexander, that in 1869 he named one of his sons-Henry 
after his grandfather and Winslow after his good friend George Winslow of Newton, 
Massachusetts? 

(13) Alexander's son; Stonewall Jackson Pratt after reaching adulthood, dropped the 
"Stonewall" and took the middle name of "Newton". All the while he was alive in 
Columbia, Missouri since his adult life he was known as Jackson "Jack" Newton 
Pratt. Where did he get the name of Newton? From Newton, Massachusetts? 

(14) Henry Winslow Pratt named one of his sons, Jesse Lee Pratt in 1894. I can find 
no previous references to the name Jesse in the Pratt, Kimberlin, Missey families 
other than Carter family which I am sure they, meaning Henry Winslow Pratt, was not 
aware of.. Jesse Carter Sr. his great-grandfather. The Pratts did not have any written 
record of their family history so I am sure Jesse Carter Sr. was unknown to them. I 
think Henry Winslow Pratt named Jesse Pratt after Jesse Winslow from Newton, 
Massachusetts, who accompanied his father, Alex and David Stapes westward to 
California. 

(15) Once again Boston, Massachusetts pops up in my research. If the above 
hypothesis has any creditability, then maybe there was something to my great Aunt 
Eula's story about one of Jackson Pratt's boys stealing some Boston deeds from 
Laura (MISSEY) Pratt in the late 1 920's or early 1 930's. More on that story can be 
found in my article, "Who Stole the Deeds?" Should be noted that many older 
family members retold the stolen deed story to me, not just my great Eula Viola 
(RICHARDSON) Pratt. 

I have a book titled " Still Flying and Nailed to the Mast ". The First Hundred 
Years of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, by William Bronson, © 1963 by 
Doubleday & Company, Ins. Garden City, New York. This book gives an accounting of 
some of the journals of David Staples and the hardships they faced on their journey to 
California from Boston. 

When my father was in the insurance business and owned his own agency, he 
contracted with Fireman's Fund Insurance Company as an agent (around 1969) and 
they gave him this book. He later gave me the book. Little did I know the mysteries I 
would find concerning the Staples, Winslow and Pratt families within its pages. I found 
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it strange that the founder of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company had married 
Mary Pratt (WINSLOW). I realize without more collaborating evidence, the above 
hypothesis is purely speculation. In any case there are some coincidences that can 
not be overlooked. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2009 



Alexander married Mary Kimberlin, daughter of Rhinehart "Rinard" E. Kimberlin 
and Frances Jane Peters, on 28 June 1856 in Washington, Missouri, United States. 
Mary was born in 1835 in Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States, died 
from 1876 to 1880 near Osage Post Office, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United 
States at age 41 , and was buried from 1876 to 1880 in probably Hamilton Hollow 
Cemetery, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States.

Since her brother Michael is listed as age 1 6 in the 1 850 census and Mary as age 1 5 
then Michael would have been born in 1834 and Mary in 1835. In the 1840 census 
Michael is in the 5-9 range which would put his birth at 1841 to 1835 and Mary is in the 
4 & under range which would put her birth in the 1836 to 1840 range. Therefore, 
Michael was born 1 834 and Mary was born 1 835-1 836.

From Meremac Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States to Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri, United States. Depends on when they moved. We cannot 
determine in what township the children were born.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 
When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James 
probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told 
James to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the law 
for indians to own or buy land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 

weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt.. James' 

brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass 
themself off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to 
Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes 
which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were 
white with no native ancestry whereas, their children were Vfe Cherokee. After the 
death of spouses; Henry Pratt; full blooded Cherokee and sister Cynthia ( PRATT) 
Blanton; full blooded Cherokee, then Absalom and Nancy found themselves still 
interacting with their children whom had intermarried through 5 connections. Henry 
had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he may have 
been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way 
out to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 
27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the 
wet prairie, a party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of 
Cholera . " Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 
8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party 
continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's 
Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry 
Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With 
such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom 
Blanton's large mansion house and well to do financial circumstances, then this 
marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am sure was accepted by the 
childen with astounding approval.

Since Nancy, her mother listed Mary as 1 1 years old in the 1850 census then I am 
inclined to believe she was born either before they left on the "Trail of Tears" in 
September 1838 or after they had arrived in Missouri in March of 1839. If her brother; 
John was born 4 January 1838 then Mary could not have been born in March 1838. 
Since she is one year younger than John I suspect that John was born in 1 837 and 
Mary was born in August 1838. Since she was so adamant about being born in 
Tennessee and reports the same in 5 census reports over a period of 50 years, then I 
must conclude that she was born in Monroe, Tennessee, United States in August 
1 838 before they were forced on the "Trail of Tears".

A full account of the Henry Pratt family is in my book " Henry Pratt Family of Greene 
County, Tennessee ". In this book, I give a full detail of the "Trail of Tears" episode 
and it is a lengthy discourse. Because of its length, I will not go into it here but suffice 
to say, due to Henry Pratt's Cherokee ancestry, the government forced him and his 
family on the "Trail of Tears" in September 1 838 and they jumped the trail in March 

1839 and settled first in Crawford County moving to Richwoods Twp of Washington

After a long cold, hard winter the Pratt's found a way to escape from their military 
escort and followed the creeks from the "Trail of Tears" or what is now known as 
highway 8 in Crawford County, Missouri and settled 12 miles north in Crawford County 
before moving into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri by the 1840 census. They 
began to make friends with other "exiles" who were also in hiding from the 
government. A local family, the Rinard (Rhinehart) Kimberin(g) family befriended the 
Pratts and was instrumental in helping the Pratt family to adjust to their new home life. 
Also, the Absalom Blanton family helped the Pratts and intermarried, which was 
Cherokee tradition.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the 
Henry Pratt family. When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 
1839, they moved into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the 
"Trail of Tears". They settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 
When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James 
probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told 
James to buy some property near her parents either way, it was against the 
law for indians to own or buy land. Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family 
settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to 
his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander 
Pratt... James' brother. 

After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass 
themself off as a white man even though they were V2 Cherokee. This led to 
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Alexander's land purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes 
which he later sold to the Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

Henry had died after the birth of his 
daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he may have been the one mentioned in the 
diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way out to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in 
California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule 
trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a party.. ..returning 
haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the party that 
returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from 
cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the 
founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G 

Cynthia died between 
1 850-1 852. With such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of 
Absalom Blanton's large house and well to do financial circumstances, then this 
marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am sure was accepted by the 
childen with astounding approval.

Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had 
intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda 
in 1841 , and I presume he may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples 
as they recorded on the way out to the 1848-1849 gold rush in California. David Staples 
diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the 
wagons through the wet prairie, a party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and 
friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on 
June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party 
continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund 
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Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" 
Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich history of 
family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and well to 
do financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am 
sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

This story was related to me by multiple sources. One being, my Great Aunt Eula 
(RICHARDSON) Pratt, as well as others. 

The story goes, as the Blantons and Pratts were crossing Tennessee on their way to 
Missouri, they came to an Indian village. One of the Blanton's spotted a squaw nursing her 
papoose on a tree log. He boasted to another that he could shoot her off of the log at a 
great distance. As the wagon train left the village he shot the woman and killed her. Several 
miles from the village the wagon train was halted by a large group of Indians. They stated 
that they would kill every man, woman and child if they didn't turn over the man who had shot 
the Indian woman. They deliberated and turned the Blanton over to the Indians. Several 
miles later they saw him running for the wagon train with the Indians in pursuit. He appeared 
to be covered in red paint. As he got closer to the wagon train, it was apparent that the 
Indians had skinned him alive. The red paint was actually his own blood. He died before he 
reached the wagon train. As to who this Blanton was is not known. He may have been 
related to either the Joshua Blanton group or the Absalom Blanton group. 
[It should be noted that both groups did not come west at the same time. Also, after 33 
years I have found no evidence that anyone related even remotely to the Henry Pratt family 
came with them when the jumped the "Trail of Tears" in Crawford County, Missouri in March

Without knowning who Catherine's father was, we can not determine where they were married. 

The only 
clue we have is when son, Nathan Carter died on 9 August 1852 his parents listed his age as 5 
(1847) and he was born in Robertson County, Tennessee. Shortly after Nathan's birth (1847) it 
appears they moved to District No. 1 , Union County, Kentucky. Checking the 1840 census for 
Robertson County did not reveal a Jesse Carter family. There were many Presley families but we 
don't know if they even married in Robertson County. Therefore, due to her native heritage, they 
obviously were not welcomed in Monroe or McMinn county as evident from Jesse Sr. leaving 
them out of his estate settlement, they left the area for a better life. Unless we can locate one of 
their children's death certiifcates, we won't know were a majority of them were born. And again, 
checking the Monroe, McMinn and Robertson County deed records might reveal Jesse Jr.'s 
property purchases.

On May 1 , 1863, Peter Carter, who gave his age as forty, and son John L. sixteen 
years, joined the Union Army at Pattonsburg with CO F. 1 1th Missouri Calvary for 
three years. During their time of service, they, along with Alma Talley, step-son and 
son-in-law Peter were captured by the confederates under the command of Major 
General Sterling Price. On Oct. 2, 1864, They signed statements to the effect they 
would not take up arms against the confederate statres or perform any military 
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service in the army of the US until exchanged as prisoners of war. However, after 
their parole they rejoined thje Union Army. They were charged with dissertion when 
they were captured. Peter, grandson of Revolutionary War Veteran, Levy Carter died 
in January 1882 and was buried in the Webb Cemetery.

In the 1850 census, her family was 
living at District #7 Pierpont, Ashtabula, Ohio, United States and by the 1860 census 
they had moved near Michigan City Post Office, New Durham Twp, La Porte, Indiana, 
United States. Since Tamaqua is located in eastern Pennsylvania north of Allenton, it 
would seem illogical to assume the Wedge's were living in Pierpont, Ohio, which is just 
across the Ohio-Pennsylvania border in 1850 and then went back to Tamaqua in 1854 
to birth Rosey and then went west almost in a straight line from Pierpont, Ashtabula, 
Ohio, United States to near Michigan City Post Office, New Durham Twp, La Porte, 
Indiana, United States. I would tend to believe her parents in the 1860 and 1870 census 
that Rosa was born in Indiana.

The circumstance had taken place before our last issue but we forebore to mention it until we 
could give the facts correctly. The matter has since been fully investigated before an examining 
court and the facts as there developed are about these: Dr. Dauley went with the constable to Mr. 
Gilbreath's, son-in-law of Trent Harmon, to have an execution levied on his property. The 
execution was levied on two cows and two claves, which Mr. Gilbreath said were not his and on 
being required by the constable to give a delivery bond if he wished to retain them in his 
possession, Mr. G. said he would go and see Mr. Harmon about it. he did so and Mr.Harmon, 
who lives about a quarter of a mile away, came back with him and claimed the cattle and 
demanded a trial of the right of property between himself and Mr. Gilbreath. 
The constable agreed to leave the cattle without the bond, but Dr. Dauley insisted on having a 
bond. Mr. Harmon said to Dr. Dauley, that his word was as good as his bond, and Dr. Dauley 
said, "It is not good with me." Harmon advanced within about two steps of Dr. Dauley and said. 
"My word is as good as yours or any other man's." Dr. Dauley, who was lying down by-the-by very 
drunk, got up and got hold of a chair and struck at Harmon with it. Harmon warded off the blow; 
the constable stepped between them and took hold of the chair, and immediately with some 
weapon not known, probably slug shot, Harmon struck Dauley in the back of the head, knocking 
him down and severly fracturing his skull. 

Dauley was taken home and died the third day, having remained insensible from the time of 
receiving the blow. Harmon was held for bail for appearence at the next term of circuit court in the 
sum of $2,500. 

It appears there had been an old grudge between these parties, and Harmon was once heard to 
say that if Dauley ever crossed his path he would give him one lick which would satisfy him. 
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" Independent Balance ". March 4, 1858: 

The case of the State against Ttrent Harmon for the murder of Dr. Jas. S. Dauley is now on trial 
and will probably consume the remainder of the week. 

" Independent Balance ". March 24, 1858:

"News or Other Days" column of Batesville, Arkansas Guards in 1988 article which is a 
reprint of the " Independence Balance ". 1857-58, Batesville, Arkansas: 
" Independence Balance ". August 21 , 1 857: 

We regret to chronicle an unfortunate difficuly between Dr. Jas. D. Dauley and Mr. Trent 
Harmon of Washington Township in this county on the 9th inst. which resulted in the 
death of the former. 

The circumstance had taken place before our last issue but we forebore to mention it 
until we could give the facts correctly. The matter has since been fully investigated before 
an examining court and the facts as there developed are about these: Dr. Dauley went 
with the constable to Mr. Gilbreath's, son-in-law of Trent Harmon, to have an execution 
levied on his property. The execution was levied on two cows and two claves, which Mr. 
Gilbreath said were not his and on being required by the constable to give a delivery 
bond if he wished to retain them in his possession, Mr. G. said he would go and see Mr. 
Harmon about it. he did so and Mr.Harmon, who lives about a quarter of a mile away, 
came back with him and claimed the cattle and demanded a trial of the right of property 
between himself and Mr. Gilbreath. 

The constable agreed to leave the cattle without the bond, but Dr. Dauley insisted on 
having a bond. Mr. Harmon said to Dr. Dauley, that his word was as good as his bond, 
and Dr. Dauley said, "It is not good with me." Harmon advanced within about two steps 
of Dr. Dauley and said. "My word is as good as yours or any other man's." Dr. Dauley, 
who was lying down by-the-by very drunk, got up and got hold of a chair and struck at 
Harmon with it. Harmon warded off the blow; the constable stepped between them and 
took hold of the chair, and immediately with some weapon not known, probably slug shot, 
Harmon struck Dauley in the back of the head, knocking him down and severly fracturing 
his skull. 

Dauley was taken home and died the third day, having remained insensible from the 
time of receiving the blow. Harmon was held for bail for appearence at the next term of 
circuit court in the sum of $2,500. 

It appears there had been an old grudge between these parties, and Harmon was once 
heard to say that if Dauley ever crossed his path he would give him one lick which would 
satisfy him. 

" Independent Balance ". March 4, 1858: 
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The case of the State against Ttrent Harmon for the murder of Dr. Jas. S. Dauley is now 
on trial and will probably consume the remainder of the week. 

" Independent Balance ". March 24, 1858: 

Trent Harmon, indicted for the murder of Dr. James S. Dauley, was tried in the early part 
of the term, and Harmon was aquitted. 

(The event took place on August 9, 1 857 and the trial took place the week of March 4,

John Blanton Sr. who 
had moved from Harlan County, Kentucky, United States as listed in the 1820 census and sold a 
deed in Harlan County, Kentucky in 1821 may have settled first in Greene County, Tennessee 
then moved by the 1830 census to Monroe County, Tennessee.

St. Joe's Oldest Pensioner 

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home this 
past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of tomato 
plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is limited by poor 
vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, the 
son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate as 
September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year or so, 
there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.) He is the youngest of six children; two 
brothers, Charley and William Lee; three sisters, Sarah, Nancy and Jenny, all of whom died many 
years ago. His father was of French and Indian origin and his mother of Indian origin. 
He recalled working on the family farm and in the timber before coming to Bonne Terre in 1901 . 
Mr. Blanton's name first appeared on St. Joe payrolls in November 1906 when he began work in 
the Bonne Terre Yard department. His jobs were those of caring for the stock on the company 
farm, section hand for the M.R. & B.T. Railway (a subsidiary of St. Joe at that time), crusherman, 
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chat drag man, table man and laborer in the Bonne Terre mill. His last job prior to retirement in 

1937 was that of watchman at the Bonne Terre yard. He mentioned the names of Hobbs, Kuchlin, 

McFarland, Donnegan, Delno and Aubuchon as some of his St. Joe foremen. 

When asked to what he attributed his longevity, he said, "Indians live to be old and my mom was 

of the Cherokee Indian origin and lived to be over 1 00 years of age and I guess I take after her. I 

worked hard all during my life and I've never been married." (Author unknown newspaper 

unknown) 

Research Note 

Since William Luther "Joker" Blanton died on 18 October 1970 and this article starts out stating 
that 33 years ago on 1 June 1 937, which, when you add 33 years to 1 937 you get 1 970, then this 
article was written in 1970 and before he died on the 18th of October 1970. 

This article is another example of a Cherokee heritage mentioned on both sides of Luther's 
parentage. This means the Pratts, Blantons and Harmons had Cherokee ancestry since Abraham 
Absalom and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's father; William Wesley 
Blanton and Joshua and Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's 
mother; Mary Ann (BLANTON). 

Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton and sister to Henry Pratt was always known by her descendants as 
a Cherokee princess. Thus the Cherokee connection through the Pratts. Bethanie's mother; 
Sarah (LUSTER) as the story goes was full blooded Cherokee. Stephen Nicholas "Nick" 
Harmon decided to look for his lost brother who was lost somewhere in the hills of Tennessee. 
Along his journey, Stephen Harmon met and became enchanted with this Cherokee beauty, 
named Sarah (LUSTER) and decided to marry her. So, in 1799 he married her in Greene 
County, Tennessee. Therefore, since Stephen Nicholas "Nick" and Sarah ( LUSTER) Harmon 
are the parents of Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton, then this would make her M> 
Cherokee, and Joshua and Bethanie's daughter; Mary Ann ( BLANTON), Luther's mother, 
would have been 1 /4 Cherokee.

Checking the local newspapers at that 
time might reveal a more accurate marriage date, also checking the deed records should 
reveal Joshua and Bethanie's home property giving us a more accurate birth location of the 
children. 

Research Note 

Obviously, the "old timers" were in error when they stated John Blanton moved to Monroe 
County, Tennessee after he sold his property in Greene County, Tennessee in 1832. John 
Blanton Sr. who had moved from Harlan County, Kentucky, United States as listed in the 1820 
census and sold a deed in Harlan County, Kentucky in 1821 may have settled first in Greene 
County, Tennessee then moved by the 1830 census to Monroe County, Tennessee. 
Evidence of his Greene County, Tennessee tenure can be found in his property purchases 
and his children's marriages commencing with Joshua's in 1825 and Absalom's in 1826. 
Gold was discovered in 1826 in Monroe County, Tennessee sparking a massive migration 
from all over the states to Monroe County. This would explain why many of the Blantons 
including my Pratts ended up in Monroe County, Tennessee by the 1830 census.

St. Joe's Oldest Pensioner 

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home 
this past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of 
tomato plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is 
limited by poor vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, 
the son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate 
as September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year 
or so, there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.) He is the youngest of six 
children; two brothers, Charley and William Lee; three sisters, Sarah, Nancy and Jenny, all of 
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whom died many years ago. His father was of French and Indian origin and his mother of 
Indian origin. 

He recalled working on the family farm and in the timber before coming to Bonne Terre in 
1901. 

Mr. Blanton's name first appeared on St. Joe payrolls in November 1906 when he began work 
in the Bonne Terre Yard department. His jobs were those of caring for the stock on the 
company farm, section hand for the M.R. & B.T. Railway (a subsidiary of St. Joe at that time), 
crusherman, chat drag man, table man and laborer in the Bonne Terre mill. His last job prior to 
retirement in 1 937 was that of watchman at the Bonne Terre yard. He mentioned the names of 
Hobbs, Kuchlin, McFarland, Donnegan, Delno and Aubuchon as some of his St. Joe foremen. 
When asked to what he attributed his longevity, he said, "Indians live to be old and my mom 
was of the Cherokee Indian origin and lived to be over 100 years of age and I guess I take 
after her. I worked hard all during my life and I've never been married." (Author unknown 
newspaper unknown) 

Research Note 

Since William Luther "Joker" Blanton died on 18 October 1970 and this article starts out 
stating that 33 years ago on 1 June 1 937, which, when you add 33 years to 1 937 you get 
1970, then this article was written in 1970 and before he died on the 18th of October 1970. 

This article is another example of a Cherokee heritage mentioned on both sides of Luther's 
parentage. This means the Pratts, Blantons and Harmons had Cherokee ancestry since 
Abraham Absalom and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's father; 
William Wesley Blanton and Joshua and Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton were the 
ancestors of Luther's mother; Mary Ann (BLANTON). 

Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton and sister to Henry Pratt was always known by her descendants 
as a Cherokee princess. Thus the Cherokee connection through the Pratts. Bethanie's 
mother; Sarah (LUSTER) as the story goes was full blooded Cherokee. Stephen Nicholas 
"Nick" Harmon decided to look for his lost brother who was lost somewhere in the hills of 
Tennessee. Along his journey, Stephen Harmon met and became enchanted with this 
Cherokee beauty, named Sarah (LUSTER) and decided to marry her. So, in 1799 he 
married her in Greene County, Tennessee. Therefore, since Stephen Nicholas "Nick" and 
Sarah (LUSTER) Harmon are the parents of Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton, 
then this would make her Vz Cherokee, and Joshua and Bethanie's daughter; Mary Ann 
(BLANTON), Luther's mother, would have been V4 Cherokee.

Since it was 
customary for the bride to be married in her parent's residence or local church, and 
Bethanie's parents have been residents of Monroe County, Tennessee since 1821 , then 
logic dictates that Joshua and Bethanie were married at her parent's home in Monroe 
County, Tennessee. Couple this with the fact that Monroe County has just been 
organized as a legal county in 1819, it is not suprising that their marriage record has 
been lost due to county disorganization.

He is the fourth of fourteen children of 
Joshua and Bethanie (HARMON), and in 1842 immigrated to Missouri with his 
parents, who settled in Scott County and engaged in agricultural pursuits. He received 
a very limited schooling in his native State, and alone mastered the English language 
sufficiently to engage in business for himself. He was married August 10 1851 , to 
Sarah A., daughter of {sic) John Pratt, an old and honored citizen of Tennessee. 
Fifteen children were born to this union, seven sons and eight daughters, of whom two 
sons and two daughters are deceased. Those living are: Charles H., Alexander, 
Susan, Nancy, Virginia, Bethanie, John W., Phoebe and Edward (twins), Fred, and 
Emily J. After marriage, Mr. Blanton settled on a farm of ninety acres, which he 
worked, and followed smelting lead ore for a number of years. In 1861 he began the 
trade of a blacksmith,which he has since followed. Then the war broke out he enlisted 
in the Southern army under Gen. McBride, and participated in the battle of Pea Ridge, 
a number of skirmishes, and was discharged in 1862. He returned to his home and 
resumed his trade in Sullivan, where he now owns a good shop and tools, two houses 
and lots, and has an enviable reputation as a firstclass workman. He is a stanch 
Democrat, and lends hearty support to his party. Mrs. Blanton is a worthy member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South.

Even though this article lists Sarah Ann Pratt's father as John Pratt, this is the only 
evidence to support that Henry Pratt is John Pratt.

I 
have noticed that the Joshua Blanton family lacked basic understanding of dates, places 
and times and failed to convey these vital statistics to their children and grandchildren. 
One can offer the excuse, they were busy with surviivng life and did not take the time to 
share information with other family members. However, other families did take the time 
and stories were told, and legends were passed from generation to generation and 
there was something for the next generation to learn. This lack of sharing brings me to 
ask.. ."Why did Margaret offer such a variance in birth dates from census to census?" 
When her parents listed her in the 1 840 census they gave the correct dates of her birth 
between 1 831 -1 835. We lost track of Margaret over the next 20 years and we don't 
know if she had married prior to John Allen Blanton or he was her first spouse. But, the 
age dates from the subsequent census from 1 870-1 91 0 never matched with her true 
birth year of 1 833.

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were 
white with no native ancestry whereas, their children were V2 Cherokee. After the 
death of Henry Pratt; full blooded Cherokee and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full 
blooded Cherokee, then Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with 
their children whom had intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the 
birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he may have been the one 
mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way out to the 1 848- 
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1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples 
wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, 
a party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this 
was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow 
died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California 
and in 1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in 
San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete 
details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich history of family ties and 
coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and well to do 
financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I 
am sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

" Independence Balance ". August 21 , 1 857: 

We regret to chronicle an unfortunate difficuly between Dr. Jas. D. Dauley and Mr. Trent 
Harmon of Washington Township in this county on the 9th inst. which resulted in the 
death of the former. 

The circumstance had taken place before our last issue but we forebore to mention it 
until we could give the facts correctly. The matter has since been fully investigated before 
an examining court and the facts as there developed are about these: Dr. Dauley went 
with the constable to Mr. Gilbreath's, son-in-law of Trent Harmon, to have an execution 
levied on his property. The execution was levied on two cows and two claves, which Mr. 
Gilbreath said were not his and on being required by the constable to give a delivery 
bond if he wished to retain them in his possession, Mr. G. said he would go and see Mr. 
Harmon about it. he did so and Mr.Harmon, who lives about a quarter of a mile away, 
came back with him and claimed the cattle and demanded a trial of the right of property 
between himself and Mr. Gilbreath. 

The constable agreed to leave the cattle without the bond, but Dr. Dauley insisted on 
having a bond. Mr. Harmon said to Dr. Dauley, that his word was as good as his bond, 
and Dr. Dauley said, "It is not good with me." Harmon advanced within about two steps 
of Dr. Dauley and said. "My word is as good as yours or any other man's." Dr. Dauley, 
who was lying down by-the-by very drunk, got up and got hold of a chair and struck at 
Harmon with it. Harmon warded off the blow; the constable stepped between them and 
took hold of the chair, and immediately with some weapon not known, probably slug shot, 
Harmon struck Dauley in the back of the head, knocking him down and severly fracturing 
his skull. 

Dauley was taken home and died the third day, having remained insensible from the 
time of receiving the blow. Harmon was held for bail for appearence at the next term of 
circuit court in the sum of $2,500. 

It appears there had been an old grudge between these parties, and Harmon was once 
heard to say that if Dauley ever crossed his path he would give him one lick which would 
satisfy him. 

" Independent Balance ". March 4, 1858: 

The case of the State against Ttrent Harmon for the murder of Dr. Jas. S. Dauley is now 
on trial and will probably consume the remainder of the week. 

" Independent Balance ". March 24, 1858: 

Trent Harmon, indicted for the murder of Dr. James S. Dauley, was tried in the early part 
of the term, and Harmon was aquitted.

Living until one lacks but a little over two months of reaching the ripe old age of 118 
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falls to the lot of few people, but Bonne Terre, Mo., houses Mary Ann Blanton, a 
Cherokee Indian Woman, who will reach that age if she lived until next Feb. 20th. 

Born near what is now known as Fredericktown on Feb 20, 1816, one of a family of 14, 
8 sisters and 5 brothers, all of whom have passed away, the daughter of Nick Harmon, 
an Indian who strayed from his tribe in search of a lost brother and met his wife in the 
Tennessee Mountians and after marriage migrated to Madison Co., Mo. Her mother 
was a half breed and aside from the knowledge that she came from Tennessee she 
knows little relative to her mother's antecedents. 

Her memory of early life is summed up in her statement that she worked hard from early 
until lots as for back as she can remember doing the chores that were in those days the 
lot of all tribal women, though she never spent any time with a tribe, her entire life having 
been spent in Madison, Franklin and St. Francois Co., Mo. 

Her marriage to William Blanton a full-blooded Cherokee Indian, occured in 1857, 
though she cannot recollect the date. This union took place in Sullivan, MO., and the 
ceremony was performed by Squire Sam Melvin, at the home of her brother, who 
resided in Sullivan. 

When asked about her marriage license, she stated, "Why son, there was no such thing 
in those days, and the only record I had was in a book that I kept which was destroyed 
when our entire house and all the belongings were burned some years back. " When 
asked how long ago this fire occurred, she stated, "too long ago for me to remember. " 

Asked about her family, she said: "Well, I wasn't married until I was an old woman, yet I 
had 6 children by my husband who died Aug. 2, 1902, after being invalid for over 15 
years, that I had to carry around to move him and feed him like a baby. 

Of the 6 children, Charles Blanton died at age of 13 and Bethany Blanton died at age of 
10, the remainder are alive. The oldest is a daughter, Mrs. Sarah Pullen, who resides in 
Granite City, IL. and is past 75 years of age. Her daughter, Catherine Blanton, aged 66, 
and son Luther Blanton aged 62, both living with their mother, were born in the little 
shack in the woods that she has called home for so many years she can't remember. 
The youngest son, Robert Lee Blanton is aged 58 and also 
lives in Granite City. 

Her early married life was spent on the banks of the Meramec River, but she and her 
husband moved so frequently along the river that she was unable to definitely designate 
the place. Her most vivid recollection and the most outstanding memories are those of 
the Civil War, the havoc of which impressed itself on her memory and about which she 
talks as though it was yesterday. 

The devastation in some of the regions through which she and her husband traveled 
and the gruesomeness of some of the scenes they witnessed made an indelible 
impression, which even now she talks about with considerable feeling though she 
cannot give any details relative to anu particuliar incident, passing it off with the 
statement, "there was so much happened in those days that was terrible, that no one 
incident during the was impressed itself more fully than another. " 
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Her earliest recollection of what is now known as Bonne Terre and dating back 60 
years was its barrenness without a single house in what is now the principle city in the 
Lead Belt. "There was not a single house there, with the exception of a couple log huts 
located on what is now called the slime branch, " she said. She remembers distinctly 
when Firmin Desloge did his first mining in what is now called No. 3 shaft, but never 
took much interest in it because she did not know what good would come of getting 
lead. 

"During the Civil War", she said "we lived in what is now called Flat River, and I sure 
remember the shots going through our house and the army men tearing up our house 
which comprised four rough walls, with only a partial roof and destroyed what little we 
had and left us to wander homeless and that show we drifted to where we are now. " 

Mrs. Blanton was asked to what she attributed her old age, and she answered she 
thought it was just a family habit to live long stating that her cousin, Bethany Blanton 
died at age 104 and spent her entire life along the Merrimac and outdoors, whild her 
husband's uncle, Uncle Vincent Blanton lived in Kansas City and died at age 108. 

Did you ever drink, asked the reporter, to which she replied: "I had the dyspepsia once 
and folks told me to drink whiskey and I did just that and it cured me, but I haven't drank 
none since, 'cause I haven't had no more dyspepsia. " 

Did you ever smoke? "Oh yes, until after the war when I got out of the notion and haven't 
smoked since that time. In fact, I haven't any desire for it except occassionly. " 

What church are you a member of next queried the writer. "None was the prompt reply, 
"never was inside one don't know nothing about it. " Have you had much illness Mrs. 
Blanton, was the next query. "No, never had but two doctors in my life , once I had 
typhoid fever before I was married and the other time when I wrenched my back trying 
to lift my husband out of bed, and Dr. Evans of Bonne Terre kind of fixed me up. " 

Did you ever travel by train or otherwise? "Never been anywhere except the foot 
traveling with my husband except once I visited my daughter in Granite City, III. " 

How did you live during 15 years that your husband was an invalid? What source of 
income did your husband have before his illness? "Well, my usual day's work 
consisted of hacking 10 cords of wood a day and a cord of wood was nothing for me to 
turn out. I did this even when Mr. Blanton was alive and just continued it. Of course, we 
had no comforts life you all have today, " she said, "we had no lamps, stoves, beds and 
our meals consisted mostly of milk and mush. We cooked by open fire which also 
provided our heat in cold weather and had scaffolds in the wall which we used for beds. 
We made our own clothes by spinning and weaving. I still eat 3 times a day, when I can 
get it, but that's not often. I haven't a tooth in my mouth, but my digestion is good, and 
the only physical trouble I have is occassional with my heart. " 

Did you ever go to a dance or show? "No, I don't believe in them. They're not good for 
folks and shouldn't be allowed. " 

Did you ever go to town ? "What for? I've nothing to go for and am not able to walk and 
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haven't any other way to get there, so I never leave the place. " 

She lives on the McGahan place now owned by St. Joseph Lead. The place is rather 
dilapidated in appearance, but well kept inside and Mrs. Blanton walked down the 3 
steps leading from one room the other, carrying a chair for fear that there were not 
enough chairs in the kitchen. 

At the close of the interview she asked for a photograph of herself. Only has one large 
portrait saved from the fire and it is not good likeness, she says. Her daughter took the 
portrait from the wall and the reporter was astounded, It portrayed a woman in her early 
20' s, with blue eyes full of expression and a beautiful head of hair and really a 
marvelously beautiful creature to look upon. The clothing was indicative of apparel the 
equal of which the reportorial eys had never heretofore perceived, but most becoming. 

A tightly fitting costume indicated a figure that would make the modern flapper envy the 
owner. Stately, with a piercing look that at once expressed determination and kindness 
was so apparent that one could not help taking a look at the woman before him and 
register the thought that here was a character that would defy hardships, conclude any 
undertaking started, and yet possessed of that womanliness that appeals to every 
human. 

1 18 yrs. is a long time to live, but one look at the young woman portrait spells the 
answer to why the pioneers of earlier days succeeded so well in their every 
undertaking. 

Wrinkled and wearing a man's overcoat this 118 year old Indian woman left one feeling 
that the present generation really knows nothing of hardships and this despite the 
period of depression that has given the majority of us "heeby geebies" and made then 
feel that life is hardly worth living. After listening to this aged woman, who experienced 
every hardship conceivable, who never enjoyed any of the modern comforts, who 
knows not the consolation of religion, who can neither read nor write and never 
attended a school, one cannot help but leave there with a thought that this is a good old 
world to live in. (Author unknown)

The above article was given to me by Gerladine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed, Desloge, 
MO. Her notes are as follows. Mary Ann Blanton daughter of Joshua (brother to 
Adsalom) and Behany (HARMON) Blanton wife of William Wesley Blanton, son of 
Absalon and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton was born 1847, maybe in Madison Co, MO. 
Family came to Scott Co., MO in 1842, according to Goodspeed. Her Father did 
spend part of Civil War years in St. Francois Co., MO. after having first settled in 
Washington Co., MO. by 1850. Mary an n was married 1867. Came to Bonne Terre by 
1880. Died August 7, 1940. Nick Harmon was her grandfather? Was he the brother of 
Isaac Harmon of Pendelton Co., VA whose brother went west into the mountains and 
was never heard of again?

At the time of this article in 1940, it 
was an embarrasement to claim indian ancestry in your family. For Mary Ann to have 
made up this relationship to the Cherokees would have brought shame and 
condemnation to her family.

Mabel I feel carried that blind sigmatism with her and like me failed to acknowledge 
that relationship the Pratts and the Blantons had, which extened far beyound the 
Missouri marriages.

I asked Mabel where she got her information that the Blantons and Pratts were not 
indians and she said she just "felt" Mary Ann was wrong in the above article. So, I 
asked Mabel, what documetnation does she have to the contrary of Mary Ann's story 
and she said none, it was her own opinion. However, in several of Mabel's documents 
and letters back in the 1970's she alluded to the realization that the Pratts and Blantons 
may have had Cherokee ancestrty. She did not have the opportunity to read my book, 
" Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee " © 2002, which presents 
proof of a Cherokee ancestry. Therefore the reader should not put much credibility into 
Mabels comments in her latter years and focus more on the facts. 

Concerning Mary Ann's statements in the above article, one gets the impression that 
she was having a great deal of fun with the reporter. Looking at her census information 
she was very consistant with the 1847-1848 birthyear until she reached the 1930 
census where she was having fun and seeking attention. I have noticed that older 
people try and say outrageous things in order to get attention and this atricle proves 
Mary Ann was having fun.

Mary Ann Blanton, who claimed to be the oldest citizen of St. Francois county did at 
her home near Big River Wednesday last following a long and active pioneer life. Mrs. 
Blanton was the daughter of Joshua and Nancy Harmon Blanton. She was born in 
Madison County near Fredericktown, February 20, 1835. 

In 1885 she was married to her first cousin, William Blanton. To this union six children 
were born three of whom are still living: two daughters, Mrs. Sarah Pullin, aged 67, 
Catherine Jane Blanton, aged 63, and one son, Luther, 61, all living at home. Mrs. 
Blanton was the granddaughter of NICK HARMON who married a halfbreed Indian girl 
while looking for his brother in Tennessee, who had married a Cherokee Indian. In 
1814, Nancy Harmon, Nick's daughter was married to Joshua Blanton, Mary Ann's 
father. There were fourteen children born to this union. 

Mary Ann Blanton was a Free Will Baptist, having joined that church when a young girl. 
She continued to visit her relatives in St. Louis and Illinois as long as she was able to 
travel and until a few years ago, kept up with her brothers and knew where they were 
located. In 1921 her only living brother, John A. Blanton, retired wagon maker and 
blacksmith, died at the age of 99 years. Up to five years before his death he owned 
and operated a blacksmith shop in Sullivan, with the help of his son Charles. At the time 
of her death, Mary Ann Blanton was 105 years, 5 months, 1 7 days old. She is survived 
by three children, two grand-children and five great-grand children.

MOSES HARMON of HARMONTOWN, by Kathleen Weaver, Rt. 1 , Batesville, Arkansas 72501 : 

Mrs. Weaver, a great-grandaughter of MOSES HARMON, was assited in research of the Harmon 
family by Stephen Adler Harmon. A Society member well qualified to write of this subject, Mrs. 
Weaver organized an afternoon tour of Bethesda community of the Robert W. Earnheart and Joe 
Earnheart homes, the Earnheart distillery, Campground cemetery and the Stephen Adler Harmon 
spring and home. 

One of the community names of Independence County is Harmontown, two miles southwest of 
Bethesda, where Harmons have lived since 1850. In that year, my great grandfather, MOSES 
HARMON, and his borthers PETE, TRENT, and BILL came to the community from Madisonville 
and Ball Play Creek in East Tennessee. Stories have been handed down from one generation to 
another of the hardships these pioneer families endured as they cut logs, built their cabins and 
cleared their fields. The pioneers survived through hard work, sheer grit and long hours in the 
fields, finding joy in a simple, less complicated life. 

The census of Independence County of 1850 shows that MOSES HARMON, 36 years of age, and 
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his wife Mary C, age 38, had three children, NANCY, STEPHEN, and SARAH. Four other 
children, WILLIAM HENRY, JOHN MILLER, MINERVA, and MARTHA, were born in Arkansas. 
The son, STEPHEN ANDERSON born August 22, 1840, was a soldier in the Confederate Army. 
STEPHEN ANDERSON, whose nickname was "Bogle", married REBECCA DEFRIECE; 

their children were STEPHEN ASHLEY, JAMES HENRY, MOSES, SARAH CATHERINE, and 
NANCY CAROLINE. STEPHEN ANDERSON'S son, JAMES HENRY, born at Harmontown 
January 1 7, 1 879, had a good memory of the family and some time before his death April 1 0, 
1 964, he recorded a page of family history, which is presented here, as he wrote it: 

"My great-great-grandfather (JACOB HERMANN) came to America with the colony and great- 
grandfather (HANS PETER HARMON) was born on the ship. They came to Munro County, East 
Tennessee. My father (STEPHEN ANDERSON HARMON) was born there August 22, 1840. 
Grandfather (MOSES HARMON) was English; grandmother (MARY C.) was German-dutch. 
They were machinists, farmers, and gunsmiths. They uilt a wheat mill, corn mill and a sawmill on 
Ball Play Creek in Munro County, East Tennessee. My father, Stephen Anderson, his mother and 
Mrs. Martha Washington started across the creek. He, a small child fell through a drift and was 
drowning; they rolled water out of him and saved him. 

Grandfather's name was MOSES; grandmother's was CATHRINE. To this union was born 
STEPHEN ANDERSON, WILLIAM HENRY, JOHN MILLER, NANCY, MINERVA SARAH and 
MARTHA. In 1850 grandfather Harmon and his brothers sold out and came to Arkansas and 
located in Independence County nine miles west of Batesville. My father was ten years old. 
When he was eighteen he joined the Civil War as a Southern soldier and was in the trenches at 
the Post of Arkansas when it was captured; he wasn't captured and came home and later married 
REBECCA DEFRIESE. To this union was born STEPHEN ASHLEY, JAMES HENRY, MOSES, 
SARA CATHERINE, and NANCY CAROLINE. Mother died and father married LIZZIE GRAY. She 
had one girl, ABIGALE GRAY. To this union was born WILLIAM BURTON, JOHNNIE 
ANDERSON, and ALBERTA. STEPHEN ASHLEY married SEFRONA QUNITELLA WILLIAMS. 
Their first, twins died. STEPHEN ADLER was born. She died. He married EMMA ELMS and had 
CHARLIE. STEPHEN ADLER married PANSY GRAY and they have three boys, BOB, BILL, and 
JOHN." 

STEPHEN ADLER HARMON, a retired railroad man, and his wife are living on the farm south of 
Bethesda which his grandfather purchased from the government in1 858. They returned to 
Bethesda from Little Rock and occupy a home close to the spring which has furnished water for 
three generations of Harmons. 

The 1850 census reports show that PETER HARMON was 28 years of age, born in Tennessee, 
was a farmer and his wife, CAROLINE, was also 28 and was born in North Carolina. Two of their 
children, ARZADA E., 6, and JAMES, 4, were born in Tennessee, which CYNTHIA J., 1 , was born 
in Mississippi. 

TRENT HARMON, 48, was a blacksmith, according to the census; his wife, MARY, 48, was also a 
native of Tennessee, and three of their children, NANCY M., 1 4, JAMES L., 11, and WILLIAM A., 
8, were born in Tennessee. Two children, SARAH J., 7, and STEPHEN L., 2, were listed with their 
birthplace shown as 

Arkansas. Since TRENT is known to have come to the state in 1850, there is no definite 
explanation which can be made of the Arkansas birthplace at this time. (We now know TRENT 
came to Arkansas in 1 841 —Tom Pratt) 
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WILLIAM W. (Bill) HARMON, 24, another of the four brothers emigrating to Arkansas in 1850, 
according to the census, was a farmer and Tennessee native. His wife, MARGARET, was 27; 
they had one son, MOSES, 4, born in Tennessee and another, PHILLIP, 1 , born in Arkansas. 

There was another Harmon listed in the 1850 census schedules, STPEHEN HARMON, age 73, a 
blacksmith, whose birthplace was Virginia. His wife was SARAH, age 70, also a native of 
Virginia. 

Relationship of this STEPHEN HARMON to the four brothers is not known. (We now know that 
STEPHEN AND SARAH (LUSTER) HARMON were the parents of these boys. Tom Pratt) 

The 1850 tax records for Independence County show that MOSES HARMON owned one cow, 
valued at $5. He paid 1 1 and one-half cents state tax, $1 .1 1 county tax and $1 poll tax. Tax 
records show he had acquired a horse in 1 851 . PETER HARMON and WILLIAM HARMON were 
also on the tax lists for 1850. 

STEPHEN ASHLEY HARMON'S first marriage was to SOPHRONA QUINTELLA WILLIAMS and 
their children were the twins, LILLIE and LUCY, born September 27, 1905 and died, LILLIE, 
September 27, 1905, and LUCY, October 7, 1905, and ADLER, born June 3, 1907. After the 
death of SOPHRONIA, April 21, 1909, STEPHEN married EMMA ELMS HARMON, widow of 
JOHN ANDERSON HARMON. One 

child was born of this marriage, CHARLIE ASHLEY, April 9, 1923. 
JAMES HENRY HARMON married MARY BRIGHTWELL; they had one son, 
JOE SIAR, born February 9, 1909; JOE SIAR married RHODA LOGGINS 
and they had HENRY CLAYTON, HARRELL JUNIUS and MARGIE MARIE. 
MOSES HARMON died a bachelor. 

SARAH CATHERINE married ALEX WARREN; their children were 
SADYE WARREN HESLEP, EFFIE WARREN DODD and ROSA WARREN RYAN. 
NANCY CAROLINE, (Mittle) married TOLLIE TERRELL and born 
to this marriage were VIRGI TERRELL HOLT, HATTIE TERRELL 
DRISKILL, WINNIE TERRELL HUNTER, MATT IE TERRELL KELLER, JOE 
and CARL. 

WILLIAM BURTON HARMON died a bachelor in Little Rock 
September 25, 1957. 

JOHN ANDERSON (Pogue) HARMON married EMMA ELMS; they had 
HERMAN, who died at age 2, WILLIAM ALLEN (Hick) and ELIZABETH 
ELLEN (Lizzie). 

ALBERTA (Bertie) married HUGH DUNLAP; their children were 
WILLIE RICE (Bill) HOLIMAN, JOHNNIE MAE LYTLE, MARY LEE RAVELEY, 
SUDYE, DEVEREAUX, ROBERT and JUNE (died 1940). 

MOSES HARMON has many descendants in the Harmontown and 
Bethesda communities today. His grandaughter, MARY HARMON 
DOWELL, is probably the oldest. Others are JIM HARMON and 
MAMIE IVY of Route 1 , Batesville; EARL HARMON of Mt. Pleasant, 
Arkansas; Mrs. VIRLIE BENSON of Batesville and Mrs. CLAUDE 
CALDWELL of Springfield, Missouri. 

While Harmontown was well known by that name, it was 
always considered a part of the Bethesda community. Many 
years ago there was a seperate school district, Bellgrove, 
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at Harmontown. (end of article)

The main command under Capt. Weber, I ordered to march 
in an easterly direction toward Cedar Grove, and that I 
would with the detachment return and overtake them in 
the evening. The trail to the mouth of Coon Creek I 
found very obscure, leading over a very abrupt and 
broken country. My guides had no knowledge of the 
country. Striking the Devil's Fork one-half mile below 
the mouth of Coon Creek, I mistook the Devil's Fork for 
Coon Creek, and as I desired to move up the Beech Fork 
with a view of searching for Government mules which I 
thought might be hidden in the canons of said creek. 
I moved up Beech Fork some 5 or 6 miles to the first 
farm on the creek. The road for the first few miles 
crosses the creek some dozens of times. The hills 
bounding the creek are very abrupt and close in on 
either side.

JAMES C. HARMON. It is the men of broad and comprehensive 
views who give life to communities-men who have foresight 
and energy, pluck and push to forward their enterprises and 
still retain an untarnished reputation through it all. 

Such a man is JAMES C. HARMON, who is one of the leading 
citizens of Cleburne County, Ark. He was born in Monroe Co., 
Tenn., in 1846, and is the son of PETER and CAROLINE (KIRKLAND) 
HARMON, natives also of that county, their marriage taking 
place near Madison. From their native State they removed 
to Arkansas, in 1849, and located in Independence County, 
but from there moved to Van Buren County in 1856, where the 
mother passed from life. In 1863 the father was taken prisoner 
by the Federals and died at Little Rock, having been a member 
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of an Arkansas regiment, he was a sucessful tiller of the 
soil, and a man of good habits and principles, and had always 
given his support to the Democrat party. His wife was a 
Methodist. They reared a family of eight children, of whom 
the subject of this sketch was the second in order of birth. 

JAMES C. HARMON was educated at the public schools of 
Independence County, and was brought up to a knowledge of 
farming. In the early part of the Civil War he joined McRae's 
regiment, with which he served for some time, but was taken 
a prisoner by the Federals and taken to Little Rock, and 
thence to Rock Island, III., and was held until the close of 
the war. When the war was over he found himself in very 
straitened circumstances, but he at once began tilling the 
soil on rented land, eight miles west of Batesville, in 
Independence County, where he continued to make his home 
until 1880. Since that time he has resided in what is now 
Cleburne County, where he energetically tilled rented land 
for some time and then bought a tract of river bottom land. 

He has been successful, and is now in good circumstances 
although it has been at the expense of much hard labor and 
thought. He opened a grist and saw mill and cotton gin three 
years ago, and has since conducted this in a very satisfactory 
manner financially. He is one of the substantial men of the 
county, is public spirited and enterprising, and has been 
an active Democrat. He was married in 1868 to ADALINE 
LANCASTER, who was born in Arkansas, and died in 1870. In 
1 874 he took for his second wife MINERVA WRIGHT, by whom 
he has one son and four daughters, all at home. Mr. Harmon 
is a Mason and a member of Scarlet Lodge No. 283, in which 
he has held the office of senior warden.
